twas a bitterly cold November 

night in Columbia, S.C., but the 

heat was definitely on. Williams- 

Brice Stadium was white-hot with 
the fire of the Clemson-South Carolina 
football game. 

For weeks, the anticipation had 
bubbled, increasing with every passing 
hour until finally, in late November and 
with a national television audience 
watching, it would all come boiling out. 

For Clemson and South Carolina, 
nothing else in the world mattered. But 
then, that’s always been the case. The 
war within the state was being fought 
again. 

Regardless of the outcome, Clemson 
was already headed to the Citrus Bowl 
on New Year’s Day and the Gamecocks 
were penciled into the Gator Bowl. The 
bowl games were afterthoughts, 
however. What really counted was on

the line in Williams-Brice Stadium. It 
was more than a football game; it was a 
way Of life. In May, people still remem- 
ber who won the football game. The 
winners still fly flags when they hit 
Myrtle Beach in the summer. As the 
75,000 fans turned the night into a 
roaring cauldron of noise and emotion, 
the South Carolina band blared the 2001 
theme that traditionally accompanies 
the Gamecocks onto the field at home.

These people have to live with each 
other. They have to go to church 
with each other. They have to do busi- 
ness with each other. They can’t stand 
to lose to each other. 

“It’s the way it should be,”’ said 
Clyde Wrenn, a South Carolina native 
who now handles Clemson’s recruiting. 
‘You've got two major institutions in a 
small state. It’s just got to be. Every 
community is split 50-50. 

“It’s a natural thing. Football is 
important in this state. It’s more 
important than a lot of people realize. It 
crosses a lot of tables in conversation. 
It’s a big deal. 

“The day after the game, you'll see 
guys going to church in their orange 
Clemson jackets or their black Game- 
cock Club jackets.’’ 

You may see them doing a whole 
lot more. Wrenn recalls a tradition 
that developed between two lifelong 
friends who happened to be divided 
on the Clemson-USC issue. Each year, 
the loser had to push the winner 
the length of the football field in a 
wheelbarrow at halftime of a local high 
school game. 

That’s small-time stuff, though. 

The Clemson-South Carolina football 
game has gotten downright rowdy 
at times. 

For years, it was a legal holiday in 
Columbia. The game was played near 
mid-season each year on Thursday of 
State Fair week, thereby earning it the 
nickname of Big Thursday. Though the 
rest of the college football world may 
not have had its eyes glued to South 
Carolina, the whole state was focused 
on Big Thursday. 

A gentleman named Harper Gault 
chronicled the happenings of Big 
Thursday this way: 

“Big Thursday’s the day mothers 
leave the kiddies and trip across the 
State Fair’s dusty midway in high heel 
shoes to model new fur coats under 
a 90-degree sun; merchants close 
stores; farmers forget that last bale of 
cotton still in the fields. Judges find 
sufficient reason to recess court and 
lawyers, legislators and politicians 
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gather for a confab extraordinary in the 
State capital. 

“The state’s two United States 
senators had rather miss a roll call vote 
onan anti-lynching bill in Congress than 
fail to put in an appearance in Columbia 
on Big Thursday. The occasion is the 
State’s fall fashion show, unofficial 
Democratic caucus, annual reunion and 
the heaviest drinking bout of the 
season. It’s the biggest social event of 
the year and it exudes color which over- 
flows the stadium, rolls past the 
fairground portals and splashes into the 
Congaree River five miles away.’’ 

In the 1940s and ‘50s, Big Thursday 
ruled the state’s sporting life, and with 
every renewal of the rivalry, another 
chapter was added to the wild history. 

One of the most famous incidents 
occurred in 1946 when popular South 
Carolina coach Rex Enright returned 
from the Navy to take over the USC 
coaching position again. With Enright 
set to tangle with Clemson coach Frank 
Howard, tickets were harder than ever 
to come across—until somebody got 
clever and started printing their 
own tickets. 

When Big Thursday arrived, 
thousands of fans with counterfeit 
tickets showed up at the fairgrounds. 
Soon, the crowd stormed the gates and 
crashed into the stadium where thou- 
sands lined the field. 

At halftime, as soon-to-be Senator 
Strom Thurmond was making his way 
across the field, two Clemson fans ran 
onto the field with a live chicken. There 
in the middle of the field, the poor 
chicken had his neck wrung to the de- 
light of Tiger fans everywhere. 

Years later, with Howard leading 
Clemson to some of its best seasons, 
South Carolina had a new coach in 
Warren Geise. After shutting out the 
new USC coach in their first two 
meetings, Howard joked that he would 
“take my hat off to them when they 
score on us.” 

The next year, the Tigers entered the 
game unbeaten and ranked 10th in the 
country only to be shocked 28-6 by the 
Gamecocks. True to his word, Howard 


took off his hat and complained after- 
ward that he had been sunburned 
because USC scored so often. 

Big Thursday ended after the 1959 
season because Howard didn’t like 
playing in Columbia each year, getting 
stuck on the sunny side of the field and 
having fewer fans. It was agreed to 
switch the game to a home-and-home 
basis and make it the season finale. The 
rivalry didn’t lose a thing in the switch. 

When the game returned to Columbia 
in 1961, members of a USC fraternity 
borrowed some orange uniforms froma 
local high school and, with the approval 
of Gamecock coach Marvin Bass, dis- 
guised themselves as the Clemson 
football team. It was done in total 
secrecy; even their dates weren’t aware 
of what was going to happen. 

The Clemson band belted out the 
Clemson fight song and the would-be 
Tigers ran out for their pre-game exer- 
cises. But when the players broke into 
position groups, it became obvious 
something was wrong. It became clear 
when the players started dancing when 
the USC band struck up “‘The Pepper- 
mint Twist.” 

The fraternity members had one 
more trick to play, but it never 
materialized. They had hidden a 
cow under the bleachers and were 
going to introduce it as the Clemson 
homecoming queen at halftime. Unfor- 
tunately, the featured guest died of 
fright before halftime. 

In the style of every great rivalry, the 
Clemson-South Carolina series has 
been filled with as much color on the 
field as off. Way back in 1900, a fellow 
named John Heisman coached his first 
Clemson team against South Carolina 
and walked away with a 51-0 victory 
when the rivalry was just beginning to 
simmer. 

Through the late 1930s, Clemson 
became the dominant football program 
and ran off a string of seven straight 
victories over the Gamecocks, a streak 
that made being a USC fan almost 
unbearable. 

In his first two seasons as the USC 
Bi continued on page 116

dream of a North vs. South football 

game, a friendly gridiron version of 

the war between the states, located 
in the Cradle of the Confederacy. 

Now, 50 years later, The Kelly Tires 
Blue-Gray All-Star Football Classic in 
Montgomery, Alabama is more than just 
one of America’s best postseason 
attractions. It’s the pride of a com- 
munity, a top flight charity fund-raiser 
and a career launching pad for many a 
future NFL star. 

Of course, all of this is well-known. 
Since the North beat the South 6-0 in 
that first Blue-Gray clash in 1939, many 
of the greatest names in football history 
have left their cleat marks in the Crampton 
Bowl turf. 

Names like Bart Starr, Fran Tarkenton, 
and Y.A. Tittle. And Charlie Trippi, Jerry 
Rice, Howie Long, and Joe Morris. The 
list goes on and on. 

Also, the game is annually one of 
Montgomery's finest hours. Since its 
inception, the game has been under the 
direction of the Montgomery Lions Club, 
which, through ad sales in the program, 
have used the game to help various local 
charities. 

In the past three decades, television 
coverage has been an essential part of 
the Blue-Gray scene. And as sports TV 
revenues declined in the mid and late 
1980s, the game, like most other 
postseason games, found itself in search 
of corporate sponsorship. Kelly Tires of 
Cumberland, MD, the second largest 
tire manufacturer in America, was 
interested in sponsoring Blue-Gray and 
prior to the 50th renewal of the classic, a 
new partnership was born: The Kelly Tires 
Blue-Gray All-Star Football Classic, to be 
televised at the traditional time, on 
Christmas Day, by ABC-TV. 

The Blue-Gray Kelly Tires marriage 
proved an immediate success according 
to Bill Eisenberger, director of advertising 
for Kelly Springfield. Eisenberger said 
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the quality image and consistently high 
TV rating that the game has enjoyed 
through the years were prime factors in 
the decision to embrace Blue-Gray. 

“It fit nicely into what we were trying 
to achieve,” said Eisenberger. The 
game has always had a high quality, first 
class image and is in one of our hottest 
marketing areas. From a television 
standpoint, | believe it gets the highest 
rating of any Christmas Day sports 
event.

“The game gives us nice promotional 
leverage and helps launch the New Year. 
Psychologically, the Kelly Tires Blue- 
Gray All-Star Football Classic is a great 
rallying point.” 

The events of game week last 
December in Montgomery convinced 
them of the wisdom of their decision, 
Eisenberger said. ‘“‘What happened 
during the game week itself was a very 
palatable experience to everyone 
involved in Kelly Springfield,’’ said 
Eisenberger. ‘‘It lived up to the quality 
image. | hope it (the partnership) goes 
on for many years.” 

Charles ‘‘Fats’’ Jones, executive 
director of the Kelly Tires Blue-Gray All- 
Star Football Classic, called the 
partnership ‘‘very successful both from 
the television aspect and the football 
side. 

“We got a very good rating. We 
outdrew the basketball game and the 
other bow! that was on. Everyone in- 
volved was totally committed to success, 


and everything was very well 
organized.” 

Blue-Gray offers something special to 
its participants, too: Early exposure to 
the pro scouts, avoiding the long layoff 
before other All-Star games are played 
in mid-January. Typically, over 100 pro 
scouts will attend Blue-Gray in a single 
year. 

The Christmas Day time also allows 
players on teams not invited to New 
Year’s bowls a chance for exposure that 
they might not get otherwise. 

“We've got something very important 
to offer the nonbow| player—exposure,”” 
said Jones. 

lf Champ Pickens could see what his 
dreamchild has become he would un- 
doubtedly be pleased. Pickens had 
Originally wanted to take his game to 
New York City—and play it at Yankee 
Stadium, in conjunction with the 1938 
World's Fair. But Montgomery Mayor 
William Gunter talked him into keeping 
the game in the Cradle of the 
Confederacy. 

From then on, many of the nation’s 
top college seniors have participated in 
Blue-Gray. Except once. At the height of 
World War Il, Boys’ High of Atlanta faced 
the Meridian, Mississippi Wildcats in 
the 1943 renewal of the game. 

But not only has Blue-Gray been a 
showcase of great players, but also of 
great coaches. Some coaches who have 
coached in Blue-Gray include Bear 
Bryant, Shug Jordan, Jess Neely, Wally 
Butts, Rip Engle, Ben Schwartzwalter, 
Ara Parseghian, and Murray Warmath. 

Others from the modern era include 
Jackie Sherrill, Howard Schnellenberger, 
Jack Elway, Ray Perkins, Eddie 
Robinson, Larry Smith, and Jimmy 
Johnson. 

With hard work and continued strong 
corporate and community support, The 
Kelly Tires Blue-Gray All Star Football 
Classic’s second 50 years can be as 
grand as its first.2

BRUCE'S FIRING HAS BUCKEYE FANS SEEING RED

ay what you will about Ohio 

State, its football coaches do 

not leave quietly. 

Sometimes they go out suing 
and screaming, like Earle Bruce 
(1979-87). 

Sometimes they go out swinging, like 
Woody Hayes (1951-78). 

Sometimes they set a precedent, like 
Wes Fesler (1947-50), the first Ohio 
State coach to quit while outside 
Columbus. Fesler resigned in Chicago 
during the Big Ten meetings, saying he 
“would not coach again for a million 
dollars.’ A month or so later he landed 
at Minnesota for something under a 
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million dollars. 

Like Paul Bixler, who resigned after 
only one season (1946). 

Like Paul Brown (1941-43), who 
resigned to patriotically enlist in 
the Navy. 

Like Francis Schmidt (1934-40), who 
was asked to resign following ‘‘an in- 
vestigation of the football situation’’ by 
a special committee of the athletic 
board. Despite a 39-16-1 record, 
Schmidt had committed the cardinal 
sin of losing three years in a row to 
Michigan, including a 40-0 embarrass- 
ment in 1940. 

Like Sam Willaman (1929-33), who 


was pressured to resign following a 7-1 
season. The only loss was a 13-0 
decision to Michigan. 

Like...well, you get the picture. 

Ohio State’s most famous coach was 
the legendary Wayne Woodrow Hayes, 
so naturally his departure—even 
though he retained an office on campus 
until his death last year—also was the 
most controversial. 

When Clemson nose guard Charlie 
Bauman sealed Ohio State’s 17-15 loss 
in the 1978 Gator Bowl with a late 
interception, he made the double 


mistake of being knocked out of bounds

LONGHORNS EDGE AGGIES FOR TEXAS 


RECRUITING CROWN

t happened again. The best player 

in Texas, or at least the alleged best 

player in Texas, got away. Away, as 

in gone West to UCLA, scampered 
high school running back Kevin 
Williams, tagged on some recruiting 
report cards as the No, 1 prospectin the 
entire free world. 

In fact, Williams led the wave of 
several outstanding Texas schoolboys 
who turned their backs on the South- 
west Conference. Depending on which 
of the several available talent score 
cards is used, as many as a third of the 
top 50 prospects escaped the SWC net. 

Now for the good news. The annual 
bumper harvest in Texas apparently 
filled the needs of almost everyone, in 
and out of the state. When the ink had 
dried on scholarship papers, the Uni- 
versity of Texas was crowned the SWC 
recruiting king, a scant few blue chips in 
front of Texas A&M. 

Baylor and Arkansas followed the 
Horns and Aggies with a solid collection 
of names, while Texas Tech and Houston 
were next in line. TCU and Rice had 
so-so efforts and SMU, back in the re- 
cruiting business after a NCAA death 
penalty two years ago, landed some 
respectable athletes under new coach 
Forrest Gregg. 

Texas—‘‘This is not only a great 
group, butit fills in the line depth that we 
needed. And we've filled that in with 
some great players at other positions, ”” 
said UT coach David McWilliams after 
the Longhorns landed 15 players off the 
Houston Chronicle’s Nifty 50 list. 

And such heavyweight linemen as 
Tommy Jeter (6-5, 235) of Deer Park, 
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Paul Moriarty (6-6, 275) of Conroe 
McCullough, Turk McDonald (6-5, 235) 
of DeSoto, Alan Luther (6-4, 250) of 
Houston Kinkaid, Bruce Bass (6-9, 290) 
of Euless Trinity, Sam Adams (6-7,.315) 
of Baytown Sterling and James Patton 
(6-4, 250) of Clear Creek backed up 
what McWilliams was saying about line 
depth.

Texas missed out on Williams but did 
get such running backs as Refugio’s 
Willie Mack Garza and 195 pound Adrian 
Walker of Chapel Hill. Garza, also a 
touted defensive back, rushed for a 
Class 2A record 2,954 yards during a 
14-1-1 campaign and scored 56 touch- 
downs. Linebackers Anthony Curl of 
Aldine MacArthur, Clay Howell of Austin 
Westlake and Jeff Higgins of San 
Antonio Churchill were other top Horn 
recruits. 

As for quarterbacks, Sherman’s 
Jason Burleson, a towering 6-7, 235- 
pounder, and talented Peter Gardere of 
Houston Lee were landed by UT. Gardere 
passed for 2,482 yards on a 7-3 team, 
punted for a 40-yard average and kicked 
31 extra points while Burleson logged 
2,200 air yards over two campaigns. 


Texas A&M—Texas A&M followed 
UT with five top 50 prospects, including 
235-pound running back Robert Wilson 
of Houston Worthing. “‘This group is 
equal to the quality we had last year 
when we were second in the nation. The 
quality is at different positions this 
time,”’ noted Aggie coach Jackie 
Sherrill. 

Linked with Wilson, who hammered 
out 2,400 ground yards over two ban- 
ner seasons, was 6-2 quarterback Paul 
Johnson of Cameron, linebackers 
Anthony Williams of Waco and Trent 
Lewis of Huntsville, lineman John 
Ellisor (6-4, 270) of Humble Kinswood 
and safety Kevin Smith of Class 4A re- 
peat state champion West Orange-Stark. 
The 6-1, 195-pound Johnson guided 
Cameron to a three-season record of 
35-4-1. 

The Aggies also glowed about 6-3, 
205-pound wide receiver Eric Brown of 
Boling, linebacker Trey Logan of Denton 
and the line trio of Craig Jefferies (6-9, 
275) of Plano, Greg Young (6-5, 245) of 
lowa Park, and Kevin Love (6-3, 270) of 
Converse Judson. 

Baylor—At Baylor, Bear coach Grant 
Teaff summed up his collection like this: 
‘We have meticulously put our line to- 
gether. We will have 13 freshmen and 13 
redshirt freshmen linemen next season. 
We will average 285 pounds for those 13 
freshmen. This year, we went for height. 
The group coming in will average 6-5 
and 265.”’ 

That green and gold trench crew 
included Brian Panacek (6-4, 250) of 
Cy-Fair, Albert Greggs (6-6, 295) of

AGGIES SHOOT FOR NATIONAL HONORS

f Penn State is Linebacker U.., 

maybe Texas A&M ought to be 

Linebacker U. Il. Shucks, maybe 

the Aggies can take over the top 
spot. Does Penn State have a linebacker 
playing quarterback? 

The Aggies do; well, sort of. 
Sophomore Bucky Richardson isn’t 
really a linebacker, but he does have a 
linebacker’s disposition. 

“Bucky truly is a great competitor,” 
A&M Coach Jackie Sherrill said. ‘I’ve 
never been around a kid in that position 
who was as physical and tenacious as 
Bucky is.’”’ 

The spunky Richardson came off the 
bench and helped the Aggies reach 
their third straight Cotton Bowl last 
season. But even Bucky would have a 
hard time cracking the A&M lineup at 
linebacker—the Aggies are loaded. 

All four starting linebackers return as 
Texas A&M seeks a fourth successive 
Southwest Conference championship. 
Outside ‘backers John Roper and Aaron 
Wallace, also known as the Blitz 
Brothers, headline the returnees. 

“On paper, this can been as good a 
group as we've had,’’ defensive coor- 
dinator R.C. Slocum said. 

That’s saying something, 
considering the 1985 group which went 
to the National Football League en 
masse, led by All-American Johnny 
Holland. 

“The challenge we face is to get it 
done on the field,” Slocum said. ‘“‘Just 
because guys are back for another year, 
they’re not always better than they 
were. Call it senioritis or whatever you 
want to call it. It’s a mental thing, of kids 
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not realizing how they got where they 
are.” 

The Aggies got to the top of the SWC 
heap by beating whoever got in their 
way. Now A&M is looking to move up 
and challenge for national titles, and the 
task becomes more difficult. 

Sherrill, who doubles as A&M's 
athletic director, figures you have to 
beat the best to be the best. Accord- 


ingly, he has upgraded the Aggie 
schedule. 

Upgraded, in fact, may not be a 
strong enough term. Considering 
A&M's nonconference lineup of 
Nebraska, LSU, Alabama and Oklahoma 
State, Sherrill skipped several grades. 

“There’s no question we have our 
work cut out for us,’’ said Sherrill, 
whose team will get a prime time debut 
against Nebraska in the Kickoff Classic 
on August 27. ‘When people through- 
out the country hear our schedule, they 
either snicker or look at me like I’m 
crazy. ‘‘What happens, though, is you 
gain a lot of people’s respect because 
you're not dodging anybody.’’ 

Richardson, 6-1 and 195 pounds, is 
elusive enough to dodge tacklers, but 


he doesn’t mind lowering his head and 
taking them on. The Baton Rouge, La., 
product showed his guts when he went 
on live television to announce that he 
would attend A&M instead of home- 
town Louisiana State. 

The option specialist was supposed 
to be redshirted last season, but wound 
up starting in the Cotton Bowl. He was 
named offensive MVP as the Aggies 
whipped Notre Dame 35-10. Although 
Richardson got the job done, it wasn’t 
always pretty: He attempted just 16 
passes in eight games, completing 35 
percent. 

Richardson polished his passing 
during the off-season, as he fought to 
hang on to his job while a pair of high 
school All-Americans pushed for playing 
time. Sophomore Lance Pavlas and Ole 
Miss transfer Chris Osgood, a pair of 
powerful passers, should both see 
playing time along with Richardson. 

With tailback Darren Lewis a budding 
star in the backfield, the Aggies should 
be able to run the ball. But Sherrill and 
company want a diversified attack. 

“You've got to be balanced on 
offense— that’s very evident in what 
happened to Oklahoma against Miami 
(in the Orange Bowl),’’ Sherrill said. “‘If 
you're much better than the people you 
play, it doesn’t make any difference. 
But if you’re gonna compete with the 
people we play, you've got to be 
balanced.”’ 

When the Aggies do throw the ball, 
split end Rod Harris figures to be a

prime target. Harris, who is within 
reaching distance of school records for 
kickoff and punt returns, is a small (5-11, 
185) but speedy wide receiver. There is 
size in wideouts Percy Waddle, Gary 
Oliver and Felton Ransby, a converted 
quarterback. 

A&M returns a couple of veteran 
backups at tight end in Brian Ross and 
Wally Hartley. They may have to make 
room for JUCO transfer Michael Jones 
(6-3, 220), who earned All-American 
honors at Sacramento City College. 

Lewis, the SWC Newcomer-of-the- 
Year as a freshman, heads a deep 
group of halfbacks that includes soph- 
omore Larry Horton and redshirt 
freshman Keith McAfee. The fullback 
slot looks solid, too, with starter Matt 
Gurley, joined by James Marcus and 
redshirt freshman Randy Simmons, a 
high school All-American. 

“‘| feel our skill people will be good,”’ 
Sherrill said. ‘“We’re not settled on the 
offensive line yet, but | feel like we will 
be good there.”’ 

The line will be anchored by senior 
guard Jerry Fontenot (6-4, 250). Also 
back is sophomore tackle Matt McCall 
(6-8, 300), who started in the Cotton 
Bowl as a true freshman. 

Sophomore center Mike Arthur, a 
high school blue chip, moves into the 
middle. Other top line candidates are 
Richmond Webb and transfer Pat 
Cunningham, a JUCO All-American at 
Sacramento CC. 

Last year the offense struggled—if 
you can call a 10-2 team struggling. If 
the offense comes on, the Aggies could 
be back in Dallas on New Year's Day. 

“| think we have a Top Ten team, but 
preseason doesn’t make any dif- 
ference,’’ Sherrill said. ‘“We could have 
a better football team than last year and 
Still not have an opportunity to win as 
many games because of the schedule. 
We'll have to wait and find that out.’’ 

The Aggies are also waiting on a 
verdict from the NCAA. In the spring the 
NCAA sent A&M a letter of official 
inquiry that alleged 38 violations of 
NCAA rules. 

It was another step in a long road, 
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which started with allegations against 
former Aggie quarterback Kevin Murray 
in 1985. Sherrill takes on questions 
about the NCAA investigation the way 
Richardson runs—aggressively, 

“The players are not involved, so it 
won't affect them,’’ Sherrill said. “‘It’s 
something you can’t control, so you 
just have to take it as it comes and let it 
go its course. | think it’s probably best 
that it’s finally out in the open.”’ 

Sherrill makes no attempt to hide his 
long-range plans for the Aggies. He 
wants A&M to be in position to compete 
for the national championship, and he 
says it will happen. 


‘Tt’s not every year 
you get to have the 
kind of team we’re 
going to have.

‘| think we’re getting there,” Sherrill 
said. “‘l’m like (Auburn coach) Pat Dye. 
My philosophy is you keep your head 
down and your butt up and dig like hell. 
If you keep working, sooner or later it 
will come around to you.”’ 

That conveys a sense of inevitability, 
a feeling quarterbacks who face the 
Aggies know something about. The 
A&M defense earned the nickname The 
Wrecking Crew last season, for the way 
Roper and company crashed down on 
quarterbacks. The Aggies had 45 quar- 
terback sacks, led by Roper with 15 and 
Wallace with 12. 

“| wouldn’t want to trade those two 
guys for anybody in the country,”’ 
Slocum said. ‘‘John Roper had an ex- 
ceptional year last season. He’s gota hard 
act to follow. People will play a little better 
against him, just from the fact that they 
don’t want to get embarrassed by him.” 
They can’t match Roper’s 


All-American credentials, but the inside 
guys aren’t too shabby, either. Dana 
Batiste is solid, Adam Bob was the 
defensive MVP of the Cotton Bowl, and 
Basil Jackson gives the Aggies a triple 
threat. 

Also returning are defensive ends 
Terry Price (6-4, 235) and Leon Cole 
(6-4, 270). The big question mark up 
front is at nose guard, where four-year 
starter Sammy O’Brient must be re- 
placed. O’Neill Gilbert, Jeff Shanks and 
John Miller are candidates for the spot, 
which is still wide open. 

The secondary will have a new look, 
with safeties Kip Corrington and 
Terrance Brooks gone. Junior Gary 
Jones, a proven product, will take over 
at strong safety. Sophomore William 
Thomas, a converted quarterback, will 
move in at free safety. 

The cornerbacks are experienced, 
with senior Alex Morris, a candidate for 
postseason honors, and Mickey Wash- 
ington, a versatile junior. 

There is also experience in the 
kicking game. Punter Sean Wilson, the 
son of former NFL great Jerrel Wilson, 
is back, along with All-SWC kicker Scott 
Slater. Sophomore Layne Talbot, an all- 
Stater in high school, could push Slater. 

It’s an impressive package, with 
quality depth and big-play capabilities 
on both sides of the line. Other than the 
NCAA gumshoes, who could keep the 
Aggies from marching back to Dallas? 

The Aggies, that’s who. 
Complacency might be the biggest 
threat to Sherrill’s budding dynasty, but 
Richardson doesn’t believe the Aggies 
are Satisfied yet. 

“| think this team is expecting bigger 
and better things,”’ Richardson said. 
“‘It's not every year you get to have the 
kind of team we're going to have. We'd 
love to go back to the Cotton Bowl, but 
we want to win the big one. That’s 
going to be everybody’s goal going into 
the season. We want a shot at it.’’ 

So far in his young career, what 
Bucky has wanted, Bucky has gotten. If 
that trend continues, look for big 
things from Linebacker U. Il. TEXAS 
A&M.0

BRIGHTER DAYS AHEAD FoR LONGHORNS

t took all of four seconds from the 

time center Alan Champagne 

snapped the ball to when Tony 

Jones bounced off the artificial 
turf in the Arkansas end zone, clutching 
the football and the University of Texas 
football future to his chest. In four 
seconds Texas moved 20 yards to wipe 
out a Razorback lead and win a crucial 
Southwest Conference game on the 
road. In four seconds, Texas helped 
fans forget three years of increasing 
frustration and decreasing support. In 
four seconds, Texas announced it was 
back. 

Of course that’s an oversimplifica- 
tion. There were 216,996 other 
seconds in the 1987 Longhorn foot- 
ball season, some memorable, some 
imminently forgettable. But there’s no 
doubt Texas, which lost the first two 
games of the season, wasn’t the same 
after that game. The Horns were 
better. 

Unranked Texas drew a New Year’s 
Eve Bluebonnet Bowl berth against No. 
19 Pittsburgh and its 280-pound 
fullback, Craig Heyward, who attacked 
defenses and smorgasbords with equal 
zeal. Few gave Coach David 
McWilliams’ team a chance. Fewer 
people cared. Only 23,282 bothered to 
show up. 

“Everybody said Texas was on the 
downswing,” said middle linebacker 
Britt Hager. ‘Even though we had 
Coach Mac, we started the season at 
the bottom. Nobody expected us to 
win. Even our fans didn’t expect us to 
win,” 

Texas scored 14 points in the first 133 
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seconds, both on long passes to Jones. 
By the time it was over, the Longhorns 
had rolled up more yards than anyone 
had managed all season against Pitt’s 
fourth-ranked defense and took a 32-27 
win. 

That resulted in a No. 19 ranking by 
the United Press International and 
made the off-season more palatable to 
the Longhorns, who had lost four 


Straight bowl games. 

“I’m going on my fifth year here,”’ 
Hager said. ‘‘The first three years we 
lost a bow! game and didn’t win at the 
end. Going to the spring was kind of a 
downer. But Coach Mac has brought us 
a long way in a short period.”’ 

Perhaps more importantly for Texas, 
the win turned the heads of blue chip 
recruits, who were beginning to look 
the other way. Texas A&M had domi- 
nated in-state recruiting the past three 
seasons the way Texas used to. 

“It made it a lot easier to recruit,”’ 
McWilliams said. ‘‘If you lose a bowl 
game, you have to take time out to 
explain it. This way we could just go out 
and say nothing.”’ 

The result was a recruiting class 


studded with blue chips. Couple that 
with an offense that returns all but three 
Starters, a kicking game that returns 
everybody, a defense that will be strong 
up front, and enthusiasm is again high 
at Texas. 

For it to get any higher, though, the 
Horns must find a quarterback to re- 
place Bret Stafford, who holds 13 
school records. But that’s only the start 
of it. 

“That's not as big a question as in the 
defensive secondary,”’ McWilliams 
said. “We have nobody.’’ 

Not nobody, although McWilliams 
does have to replace three starters, 
including all-league free safety John 
Hagy. It’s just that the lone returnee, 
part-time starter Stanley Richard, 
couldn't be blamed if he wanted people 
to forget he was ever out there. As a 
redshirt freshman in a senior- 
dominated secondary, he got picked 
on. And picked on. And picked on. 

By midseason, the shell-shocked 
Richard was dropped to second-team 
behind redshirt sophomore Fred 
Stromile, another first-year corner who 
played surprisingly well. But Stromile 
was one of seven Longhorns—including 
fellow projected starting cornerback 
Greg Eaglin—to flunk out and miss 
spring drills. The return of Eaglin and 
Stromile for the fall is questionable. 

That leaves McWilliams with a 
serious rebuilding job. Richard, a 6-2, 
189-pounder who is the team’s best 
leaper, will be moved to free safety, his 
natural position. At strong safety, the

frontrunner is converted linebacker Tex 
Mercer, 6-1, 210-pounder who asked 
McWilliams for the switch. 

“| kind of thought, ‘Hell, a linebacker 
playing strong safety? We've been 
through that before,’”’”’ McWilliams 
said. “But he can play strong safety. | 
guess because he played mostly weak- 
side linebacker, he worked on pass 
coverage a lot.”’ 

Paul Behrmann, who was UT’s nickel 
safety last year, has been training at 
both safety spots. Along with James 
Lee, a walk-on who missed part of the 
spring with an injury, he represents 
UT’s only experience at safety. 
Waymond Wesley, who had an out- 
standing fall practice before tearing up 
his knee in the Horns’ third game, is 
making a slow recovery from surgery 
and may not be cleared to play when the 
season starts. 

Two recruits could push for playing 
time, Lance Gunn (6-3, 190) out of 
Galena Park and Willie Mack Garza (5-9, 
170), a record-setting prep running 
back who'll also return punts. 

lf Stromile and Eaglin return, 
McWilliams has some experience. If 
they don’t, he’ll be relying on a walk-on 
and a trio of redshirt freshmen who 
haven’t played a down of college 
football. 

Walk-on John Powell (6-0, 170) saw 
limited action last season but lacks the 
necessary speed to play tight corner 
defense. Irish Lewis (5-9, 163), Mark 
Berry (6-1, 163), and Bubba Jacques 
(5-10, 175) have the feet, but not the 
experience. 

“I see the ability there and the 
attitude,’ McWilliams said. ‘‘They’re 
not afraid to line up and play bump and 
run. Now it’s a matter of getting the 
adjustments to motion and coverages 
down. They'll have to learn on 
the field.’ 

They’ll have to learn quickly. Texas 
faces pass-happy Brigham Young Sept. 
8 


Keith Smith (5-11, 171) and brother 
Kevin Smith (5-11, 162) will get cracks at 
the cornerback jobs, but both are 
Starting off behind their teammates. 
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Keith was switched from wide receiver 
in the spring and Kevin is coming off 
major knee surgery a year ago. 

McWilliams estimates the corner- 
backs’ duties, given today’s dominant 
Offensive tendencies, at 90 percent 
pass defense and 10 percent run. To 
take some of the burden off his young 
corners, he plans to get the linebackers 
to assume some of their run-support 
duties. Then he can start crossing his 
fingers and thinking about his quarter- 
back situation. 

McWilliams feels replacing Stafford 
is less critical, if only because he has 
someone who at least played and 
started at quarterback before. A three- 
year starter, Stafford never blossomed 
into a star—partly because of injuries 
and arm limitations and partly because 
he had to learn a different offense each 
season—but he was steady. When 
Stafford missed the second-half of the 
Houston game, a 60-40 loss, backup 
Shannon Kelley took over and threw 
three interceptions that were returned 
for touchdowns. 

Kelley will be the No. 1 quarterback 
heading into the fall, partly because of a 
good showing and partly due to default. 
Two quarterbacks expected to give the 
senior a run for the job in the spring 
couldn’t practice. Junior Rob McManis 
(6-2, 181) got bitten in the face by a dog 
just before practice started and 
couldn’t scrimmage. Junior Donovan 
Forbes (6-2, 210) was at a junior college 
trying to pick up his academic standing, 
but is expected back in the fall. 

That left redshirt Mark Murdock (6-2, 
189) as Kelley’s main competition in the 
spring. While Kelley has the speed to 
sprint out and run the option, Murdock 
is a drop-back passer. Murdock is un- 
tested, spending last season running 
the scout team. 

‘Shannon has taken over,”’ 
McWilliams said. ‘‘He seems more 
confident. There’s no question 
Shannon has been the best quarterback 
in the (spring) scrimmages. Murdock 
has played well, but hasn’t done any- 
thing to pull ahead. In all honesty, | 
don’t know if that’s good or bad. | like 


for the starter to have a guy to make 
him look over his shoulder, to push him. 
On the other hand, | like the guy to be 
established.” 

Kelley feels he’s learned from his 
1987 experience, which varied from the 
Houston debacle to leading Texas to a 
big win over Texas Christian the next 
week. 

‘‘My main objective for the spring 
was to be as consistent as | could be,’’ 
Kelley said. “I wanted to take the 
playing experience and make it so | 
would avoid the peaks and valleys. | 
have to be able to close my eyes and 
see the plays in my mind. Then, when 
you walk up to the line and see the 
secondary, you know right away where 
to go.” 

Two highly touted freshmen 
quarterbacks will arrive on campus this 
fall but shouldn't figure in the picture 
this season—Peter Gardere of Houston 
Lee, who ranks third on the state’s all- 
time passing list, and Jason Burleson of 
Sherman. McWilliams has promised 
Burleson (6-6, 246) he will get a good 
look at quarterback first, although he 
could also play tight end or linebacker. 

Texas could almost afford to start a 
linebacker at quarterback with the skill 
people the Longhorns return. That list 
starts with Eric Metcalf, who is a 
candidate to do what his father, Terry, 
couldn’t do—win the Heisman Trophy. 
Last season, the 5-9, 178-pounder 
rushed for 1,161 yards and was named 
the SWC’s Offensive Player-of-the-Year. 

“‘If we are struggling at quarterback, 
we can turn around and give the ball to 
Eric or throw the short pass to Eric,”’ 
McWilliams said. “That can keep the 
pressure off, it really can.”’ 

Metcalf was a candidate to make the 
Olympic team in the long jump, but the 
lure of a gold medal couldn't match his 
yearning for the Heisman. 

“| know I'd rather have the Heisman 
than an Olympic medal any day,” he 
said last spring. ‘‘The more | hear about 
me as a Heisman candidate, the more 
I'd like to start the season right now and 
get the hype over with.’’ 

Metcalf’s first two years were 
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marked with unfulfilled promise. 
Finally, after a slow start, the Horns 
found a way to get him the ball often 
and in a position to do something with 
it. 

“What | accomplished last year was 
what | thought | could have ac- 
complished the previous two years,” 
he said. 

Metcalf is complemented by a group 
of talented receivers, led by the 
diminutive Jones (5-7, 139), who 
received all-league mention. A trio of 
sophomores—Johnny Walker (6-1, 
174), and twins Keith Cash (6-4, 200) 
and Kerry Cash (6-4, 205)—join senior 
Kevin Nelson, who was redshirted last 
season because of a collarbone injury, 
to give the Horns good speed and 
experience. 

Joining Metcalf in the backfield 
should be three-year starter Darron 
Norris, who spent the spring boosting 
his grades at a junior college. Chris 
Samuels (5-11, 205) and Deon Cockrell 
(6-1, 196) will supply depth. Eric 
Williams, a promising sophomore who 
has been bothered by injuries, and 
converted defensive back Patrick 
Wilson, who had a strong spring, could 
also push for playing time. 

Last season’s Houdini routine was 
performed by offensive line coach 
Clovis Hale, who turned a line that was 
embarrassed by Auburn in the opener 
into one that held its own against the 
powerful defensive fronts of Oklahoma, 
Texas A&M and Pitt. Last season’s 
youth is this season’s experience, with 
guard Omar Saleh (6-0, 260), center 
Alan Champagne (6-4, 275) and tackle 
Ed Cunningham (6-7, 295) returning 
after starting as juniors. 

Sophomore guards Duane Miller 
(6-3, 278) and Chad McMillan 
(6-4, 271) played considerably in 
reserve roles last year. At tackle, 
sophomores Charles Seafous (6-6, 
260) and classmate Stan Thomas (6-6 
279), who split the starting 
role at right tackle with junior Brian

Nielsen (6-3, 305), provide depth. 
Nielsen missed the spring for academic 
reasons, but is expected back. 

Defensively, Texas should be strong 
up front. McWilliams is hoping the 
Horns’ pass rush can take some of the 
heat off the secondary. 

‘Last year we had an experienced 
secondary, but when we didn’t have a 
pass rush it didn’t make a difference, ’’ 
he said. ‘“That proves that the pass 
rush up front is a heckuva lot 
more important.” 

If they stay healthy, the Horns will be 
deep at tackle. Both starters, Ken 
Hackemack (6-9, 282) and Steve 
Llewellyn (6-6, 270), missed the spring 
while recovering from surgery— 
Hackemack on his knee and Llewellyn 
on ashoulder. Their backups, Rocky 
Allen and Roger Fritcher, have come 
back from similar injuries. 

Bobby Duncum’s return from 
academic dismissal would give Texas a 
returning starter at left end, but his 
status is questionable. If he doesn’t 


come back, Mark Steed (6-4, 238) and 
Jay Jaquess (6-3, 225) would take his 
place. On the other side, sophomore 
Oscar Giles (6-3, 236) takes over for 
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Thomas Aldridge as the Horns’ des- 
ignated pass rusher. Warren Bolden 
and Will Burdine (6-1, 236) supply 
depth. 

The Horns return all three starters at 
linebacker, including Hager, an All-SWC 
pick. The 6-1, 225-pound senior set a 
school record in tackles with 187 but 
almost found himself on the receiving 
end of a pretty good lick when lightning 
struck his graphite rod while fishing in 
East Texas. 

‘It could have ended his business if 
he’d been using a metal rod,”” 
McWilliams said. “He said there wasn’t 
any lightning around until that one bolt 
came out of nowhere.”’ 

Joining Hager in the lineup will be 
weakside linebacker Duane Duncum 
(6-3, 228), the SWC defensive new- 
comer of the year in 1986, and 
strongside linebacker Lee Brockman 
(6-2, 225). Brad Lucky (6-4, 215) and 
David MacAdoo (6-0, 226) will back up 
Hager, as will sophomore Mical Padgett 
(6-2, 219) if he makes a return from 
knee surgery. 

Texas’ kicking game appears strong. 
Kicker Wayne Clements started last 
season but will be pushed by prep All- 
American Andy Locke, who was 
redshirted last year. Bobby Lilljedahl

and Alex Waits, who ranked third in the 
nation in punting in 1986 as a freshman, 
will renew their battle that saw Lilljedah| 
take over the duties in the second half of 
the season. Metcalf and Jones return 
as Texas’ primary kick returners. 

McWilliams knows he won't have the 
luxury of redshirting some of his prize 
recruits. Aside from Gunn and Garza, 
linemen Turk McDonald, Tommy Jeter, 
Paul Moriarity, Alan Luther, Bruce Bass 
and Jeff Boyd and linebacker Anthony 
Curl could wind up contributing 
this year. 

“It was an excellent recruiting class 
for what we needed,’’ McWilliams said. 
“You can say a class is good because 
you needed X number of players at a 
position and you get X number. We got 
X number and we got quality.”’ 

So now they can’t blame it on 
attitude. They can’t attribute it to 
momentum. They can’t say the re- 
cruiting isn’t there. They can’t even say 
it’s coaching. 

‘It’s nobody else’s fault this year if 
we don’t make the Cotton Bowl, it’s the 
players’ fault,’’ Hager said. “‘We’ve got 
the administration behind us, we've got 
the fans behind us and we've got the 
coaches and recruits.

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RAZORBACKS ARE LOOKING FoR CoTTON

rkansas Coach Ken Hatfield 
Still isn’t sure why his 
Razorbacks were a consensus 
choice to win the Southwest 
Conference championship last season. 

“Maybe people didn’t know who else 
to pick, so they took us because 
Arkansas begins with the first letter in 
the alphabet,’’ Hatfield mused after a 
practice last spring. “‘We had to be the 
only team ever picked to win a con- 
ference coming off a 42-8 loss (to 
Oklahoma in the 1987 Orange Bowl). 

“| think a lot of people probably 
picked us as an afterthought when 
(quarterback) Kevin Murray decided to 
leave Texas A&M. | knew we weren't as 
good as everybody kept saying, but | 
didn’t want to say anything negative.”’ 

Plenty of negative things were said 
after the Razorbacks went 9-4 overall 
and 5-2 in the SWC to finish tied for 
second for the fourth straight year and 
miss a Cotton Bow! berth for the 12th 
Straight year. 

“It was a very tough year, no doubt 
about that,’’ said Hatfield, who is 
feeling the heat to produce an SWC 
champion despite a 35-12-1 record and 
four straight bow! trips since he re- 
turned to his native state after reviving 
Air Force’s program. 

Arkansas’ four losses last season all 
occurred in agonizing fashion—51-7 to 
Miami, 16-14 to Texas when the 
Longhorns hit an 18-yard touchdown 
pass on the game’s last play, 14-0 to 
SWC champion Texas A&M for the 
Hogs’ first shutout under Hatfield, and 
20-17 to Georgia in the Liberty Bowl 
when the Bulldogs hit a field.goal as 
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time expired. 

“‘| know we're not going to be picked 
to win the conference this season,”’ 
Hatfield said. ‘‘Texas A&M is going to 
be the top choice, as (the Aggies) 
should be, coming off a big victory over 
Notre Dame in the Cotton Bowl. 

“Texas is back and will be picked 
after A&M. From there, it’s anybody's 
guess. We’re back in the pack.”’ 


Well, maybe not that far back. The 
Hogs do return 13 starters and feature a 
senior class which represents Hatfield’s 
first full recruiting effort after he 
replaced Lou Holtz. 

As Hatfield has noted, just one 
Razorback position player was taken in 
the NFL draft, and tight end Theo Young 
was a 12th-round choice by Pittsburgh 
in 1987. 

Several Razorback seniors figure to 
be high draft picks in 88, most notably 
halfback James Rouse. 

Rouse, 6-1, 222-pounds, could be 
granted another year of eligibility under 
a medical hardship—he missed the last 
nine games of the ’86 season because 
of a broken leg—but few expect him to 
return to Arkansas after this season. 


Rouse’s rushing totals last season 
included 182 attempts for 1,004 yards 
and 17 touchdowns. He also was the 
Hogs’ second-leading receiver with 12 
catches for 121 yards. 

“James should be ready for another 
exceptional year,’’ Hatfield said. ‘‘He’s 
an All-American type running back and 
if he gets off to a good start, he certainly 
could contend for the Heisman Trophy. 
He has the size and speed you look for 
in the great ones.”’ 

Rouse won't be running out of the 
wishbone exclusively—as he did the 
previous three seasons—because 
Arkansas added a wingback to its 
offense last spring. 

“At times we'll have a wishbone- 
look,”’ Hatfield said. *‘Other times, 
we'll go with a wingback. We’re hoping 
to be more of a multiple formation team 
that will cause adjustment problems for 
the defense.” 

Arkansas’ offense, formerly called 
the ‘‘flexbone,”’ now is referred to as 
“varied.”” 

“We recognize the need to throw the 
ball more,”’ Hatfield said. 

Arkansas was last in the SWC in 
passing offense last season. The 
Razorbacks attempted just four passes 
in the Texas loss and six in the Texas 
A&M shutout. 

Reviews of the Hogs’ ‘‘varied’’ look 
were mixed in the spring. At times the 
offense produced big plays, but the 
Red-White game at Little Rock pro- 
duced a 3-0 score.

Hatfield attributed most of the 
problems to the offensive line, which 
was depleted much of the spring by 
injury and academic casualties, but 
who are expected to contribute this 
season. 

“‘We’ve got a chance to have a pretty 
good offensive line,” he said. “‘We just 
had a lot of problems in the spring that 
kept us from developing much 
cohesiveness.” 

Sophomore quarterback Quinn 
Grovey figures to be operating behind 
the offensive line most of the time. 

Grovey split playing time at 
quarterback last season with oft-injured 
Greg Thomas, who has graduated. 

“We feel good with Quinn as a 
Starter,’’ Hatfield said. ‘‘He was in on 
the deciding play in four of our five 
Southwest Conference victories..’’ 

Grovey was Arkansas’ fourth-leading 
rusher with 118 carries for 340 yards 
and completed 38 of 62 passes for 495 
yards. While Grovey connected on an 
impressive 61 percent of his passes, 
Arkansas quarterback coach David 
Lee said, “‘He missed more big pass 
plays than | want to remember. 
Because Quinn is so scary on the 
option, the free safety has to give run 
support. 

“That leaves center field wide open, 
and Quinn’s got to be able to take 
advantage of that and hit the post 
pattern.” 

Grovey, who said, ‘I used to think | 
was allergic to weights’, has 
strengthened his passing arm con- 
siderably and also figures to be more 
durable this season. 

“| don’t want to be known as just a 
wishbone quarterback,’ he said. “‘I 
want to be a better passer, and | plan to 
be this season.”’ 

Senior John Bland, who moved back 
to quarterback last spring after playing 
cornerback in ’87, will battle Grovey for 
the starting job in fall camp. 

“John may be nipping at Quinn’s 
heels,”’ Hatfield said. 

Arkansas also signed five 
quarterbacks. The newcomer with the 
best shot to contribute is Jimmy 
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Williams, a JUCO transfer from Arizona 
Western. 

Senior Joe Johnson will be at 
halfback with Rouse when the Hogs are 
in the ‘bone, and also may get some 
playing time at wingback. 

Other wingback candidates include 
redshirt freshmen Chuck Monk and 
Fred McGill, and junior Tony Holmes. 

The Hogs have a standout fullback 
tandem in sophomores Barry Foster 
and JuJu Harshaw, who last season 
broke in behind graduated Sammy Van 


Dyke.

Foster was the team’s second- 
leading rusher with 89 carries for 484 
yards and four touchdowns. Harshaw 
rushed 36 times for 193 yards. 

Sophomore wide receiver Derek 
Russell, who spent the spring running 
track, had a team-leading 16 catches for 
297 yards and three TDs last season. 

Also back are junior wide receiver 
and punt returner Tim Horton (eight 
catches for 140 yards and a 9.0-yard 
return average), and junior tight end Bill 
Winston (five catches for 82 yards). 

The offensive line will be led by senior 
guard Freddie Childress, who made 
second-team All-American as a 
sophomore but wasn’t even second- 
team All-SWC last year when he 
ballooned to 365 pounds. 

The 6-4 Childress missed spring 
practice after undergoing ankle 
surgery, but went on a liquid protein 
diet and dropped to 315. 

His goal for the season is to weigh 300. 


“With all the weight | carried last 
year, | wasn’t able to play my best,”’ 
Childress said. ‘‘Now | feel a lot better, 
I’m quicker and | have more stamina.”’ 

Arkansas offensive line coach Larry 
Beckman said he saw Childress ‘‘do 
some amazing things last season for a 
player his size, but there also were 
some things he wasn’t able to do 
because of his size. At the weight he’s 
at now, he should be an unbelievable 
lineman.” 

Juniors Jim Mabry, Rick Apolskis 
and Elbert Crawford, and sophomore 
Todd Jones are the top tackles. 

Mabry missed the latter half of spring 
practice because of a leg injury while 
Apolskis and Jones were tending to 
academic requirements. Crawford 
moved from tight end and also spent 
some time at center. 

Junior Darren Worrell is slated to 
start at center, but his status is shaky 
because he’s had surgery on both 
knees. Redshirt freshman Dwayne 
Spann also will see a lot of playing 
time at center. 

Fifth-year senior James Morris, 
whom Hatfield called a pleasant 
surprise in the spring, sophomore Todd 
Gifford and redshirt freshman Mark 
Henry figure to battle for playing time at 
the other guard spot. 

Defensively, Arkansas has switched 
from a three-deep to a four-deep 
secondary. 

“With only three defensive backs, 
it’s hard to disguise your coverages,”’ 
Hatfield said. ‘Having four will give us 
more flexibility and speed back there.”’ 

The Razorbacks also figure to have 
an improved pass rush, led by senior 
tackle Wayne Martin. 

Martin, 6-5, 265-pounds, had 44 
tackles—including seven sacks—and 
broke up six passes last season despite 
missing four games because of a knee 
injury. 

“| think Wayne’s one of the most 
underrated players in the Southwest 
Conference,”’ said Arkansas defensive 
coordinator Fred Goldsmith. ‘‘He 
deserves some recognition, and | hope 
he finally gets it this season. There 
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aren’t many players who are as big, fast 
and smart as Wayne.” 

Senior Kerry Crawford will replace 
graduated All-American Tony Cherico at 
nose guard. 

“Obviously, when you lose an All- 
American, it hurts to a certain extent,”’ 
Goldsmith said. “‘Kerry’s made some 
big plays for us, though, and if he stays 
healthy, he can be the same kind of 
player for us that Tony was.” 

Junior Mike Shepherd, who 
alternated with graduated David Schell 
at tackle the last two seasons, now has 
the starting position to himself. 

The Hogs will have two new starters 
at inside linebacker in seniors LaSalle 
Harper and Reggie Hall. 

Harper, a junior college transfer, is 
the hardest-hitter on the defense and is 
more comfortable after learning his role 
last season. 

“La Salle was playing as well as our 
starters (departed Rickey Williams and 
Erik Whitted) at the end of last season,” 
Hatfield said. ‘We think he can be an 
All-Southwest Conference linebacker 
this season.” 

Goldsmith called Hall among the 
most improved players last spring, but 
lamented the lack of depth behind 
Harper and Hall. Senior Kerry Owens, a 
starter at outside linebacker, will play on 
the inside at times. 

“We can afford to make that move, 
because (junior) Bubba Barrow has 
looked so good at outside linebacker,”’ 
Goldsmith said.

JACKIE 


SHERRILL 
ARCHITECT 
OF AN 

AGGIE 
DYNASTY?

t should come as no surprise that 
Jackie Sherrill, Texas A&M’s head 
football coach and athletic director, 
received a degree in business in- 
stead of physical education from the 
University of Alabama. 

If ever there was a CEO in coaching 
togs, it is Sherrill, whose Aggie football 
team has cornered the market in South- 
west Conference championships with 
three in a row. 


mee 


Sherrill has produced an amazing 
upswing in the fortunes of the Aggies. 
A&M, which had not spent New Year’s 
Day in Dallas for 18 years, has played in 
the last three Cotton Bowls. 

In the vernacular of the business 
world, Sherrill has made the Aggies into 
a Fortune 500 outfit. 

“| think Jackie Sherrill is a very 
capable and competent organizer,”’ 
said Dallas businessman H.R. “‘Bum’’ 
Bright, majority owner of the Dallas 
Cowboys, who, as chairman of the 
A&M board of regents, was instrumen- 
tal in luring Sherrill away from Pittsburgh 
in 1982. 

“He takes a business-like approach, 
analyzing problems and developing 
solutions. | think most successful organi- 
zations are headed by a man like 
Jackie—be they football teams, baseball 
teams or fast food places.”’ 

Sherrill, who played at ‘Bama under 
legendary coach Paul ‘Bear’ Bryant, 
chose football. And few have done it 
better than the 44-year-old native of 
Duncan, Okla. 

He established a reputation as a 
winner at the University of Pittsburgh, 
where his last three teams had a 33-3 
record. He took over a floundering A&M 
program and has left the rest of the 
league in his wake. 

After struggling the first three years, 
Sherrill’s Aggies have won three 
straight Southwest Conference 
championships for the first time in 
school history. A&M has gone 10-2, 
9-3 and 10-2 and has become a fixture 
in the Top Twenty. 

“The bottom line is he has done an 
unbelievable job,”’ said assistant head 
coach and defensive coordinator R.C. 
Slocum. ‘The potential has been here, 
but no one had ever tied it all together. 
Jackie has done a tremendous job of 
tapping all the resources and pulling the 
whole thing together and having 
everybody going in the right direction.”’ 

The only direction Sherrill has ever 
known is up. He has had a special drive 
since his childhood days, when he sold 
newspapers on the street corner, a job 
he says he did better than any other kid

in Duncan. 

Sherrill is still doing his job better 
than most, as his 98 wins in 12 
seasons indicates. 

“| don’t know why | am successful,”’ 
Sherrill said. ‘‘It’s probably because | 
am just determined to win. | don’t know 
any other way. 

“People that don’t know me want to 
portray me as doing it because | want 
power. That’s not the reason | do it—I do 
it to be successful. It’s important that 
people around me are successful and 
happy. | don’t like negative people 
around me—whether it’s a secretary, a 
janitor or anybody. 


‘I don’tknow why I 
am successful, ”’ 
Sherrill said. “It’s 
probably because I 
am just determined 
to win. I don’t know 
any other way.”’ 


“We all control the situation we’ re in. 
No one made me come to A&M. | chose 
to do that.’’ 

When Sherrill did choose to come to 
Aggieland, he was labeled the million- 
dollar coach. The A&M program 
immediately went under the microscope, 
and a 16-16-1 record in his first three 
seasons left Sherrill open to 
much criticism. 

“| was more impressed with him 
during the first couple of years than the 
last three years,’’ said Slocum, who 
returned from Southern Cal for his 
second coaching stint with the Aggies 
after Sherrill was hired. ‘When you’re 
winning championships, it’s pretty easy 
to be a head coach. 

“During the first couple of years | 
could see some dramatic improvement, 
but we weren't winning. Some people 
started bailing out, but it never affected 
him at all. 


“Jackie never wavered. He had a plan 
and a direction, and right from the start 
he never wavered from that direction.” 

Sherrill, perceived by many as 
standoffish, maintains that the criticism 
never bothered him. The former 
newspaper boy doesn’t put much stock 
in what is written about him now. 

“| will get out of coaching the day | 
have to read a newspaper article or 
watch the television news to see what 
people are saying about me,’’ Sherrill 
said. “‘l can go six months or a year 
without reading a newspaper if | 
have to.”” 

No doubt he can, but you can bet 
Sherrill has his people check out the 
news. No detail is overlooked in the 
running of Sherrill’s program. 

“He has an ability to analyze,” Bright 
said. “He can assess a situation and 
then capitalize on his strengths and shore 
up his weaknesses.” 

Sherrill’s assessment of A&M was 
that a major resource was going 
untapped. So he set about making the 
student body a part of the football 
team’s success. 

“This kind of success has always been 
a possibility here,’ Sherrill said. 
‘“Whether he was kidding or not, Darrell 
Royal used to say A&M was a sleeping 
giant. We’ve opened the cage and let 
the eagle fly. 

“You always try to find out what the 
missing ingredients are—how you can 
be successful. The biggest thing is to 
understand what the makeup of A&M 
is. After we found that out, | tried to 
make sure that the student body and the 
athletes always meshed.”’ 

Sherrill’s most highly publicized 
joining of the student body and the 
football team was his formulation of the 
12th Man kickoff coverage team. It is 
unique in big-time college football, a 
group of non-scholarship students who 
cover kickoffs at all home games. 

The coverage unit honors A&M’s 
original 12th Man, E. King Gill. Gill was 
called out of the stands during a 1922 
game in which so many Aggie players 


had been hurt that coach Dana Bible

Arkansas—Arkansas scored well in 
Texas with Houston Smiley’s Thomas 
twins, quarterback Delvin and wide re- 
ceiver Kelvin, plus running backs E.D. 
Jackson of Kilgore and John Wilson of 
Arlington, and quarterback Jimmie 
Glover of Aldine Eisenhower as touted 
signatures. 

Linebackers John Brooks of 
Arlington and Eric Browning of Fort 
Worth Paschal, along with lineman 
John Trimble (6-3, 240) of Tyler Lee and 
safety Ronnie Marlow of Wills Point also 
signed with the Razorbacks. In Delvin 
Thomas, Glover and Jimmy Williams, 
an Arizona Western JC pick from 
Houston Jones, Arkansas coach Ken 
Hatfield got three quick-footed 
quarterbacks. 

Texas Tech—The Houston Waltrip 
duo of lineman Charlie Biggurs (6-4, 
305) and linebacker Leric Eaton, plus 
defensive backs Freddie Nixon of Willis 
and James Walker of Waco and line- 
backer Mike Liscio of Dallas Lake 
Highlands, headlined the new names at 
Texas Tech. 

Red Raider coach Spike Dykes was 
also beaming about linebackers 
Michael Briscoe of New Deal, Steve Carr 
of El Paso Hanks and Ben Kirkpatrick of 
Post and such linemen as John Runnels 
(6-3, 305) of Dallas Carter, Steve 
Simalovich (6-5, 270) of Arlington 
Houston, Vern Angton (6-3, 245) of Fort 
Worth Wyatt, Brad Phelps (6-3, 250) of 
Fort Worth Haltom and Eric Henry (6-5, 
255) of Sugarland Clements. 
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Houston—Houston got quick help for 
its run-and-shoot offense in the form of 
fleet-footed wide receivers Ronnie 
Johnson of La Marque and Jamie Mouton 
of Houston Lee. In three seasons, the 
5-8, 160 pound Johnson, a Parade All- 
American, hauled in 109 passes for 
2,495 yards and 26 touchdowns, while 
Mouton caught 61 passes for 1,134 
yards during the 1987 season. 

Jack Pardee and his improved 
Cougars were smiling about running 
back Jarrod Milburn of Houston Waltrip, 
linebacker Tyler Mucho of San Antonio 
Clark, safety Quinton Tezeno of West 
Orange Stark and linemen John Morris 
(6-5, 250) of Houston Stratford and 
Shane Berg (6-5, 260) of Spring. 

TCU—TCU failed to dent the Top 50 
list but such prospects as wide receiv- 
ers Jimmy Pulling of Tyler, Mark Morgan 
of McAllen and Mike Noack of Duncan- 
ville, quarterbacks Leon Clay (6-3, 195) 
of Gladewater and Darren Schultz (6-2, 
185) of Euless Trinity, plus running back 
Shawn Crow of Odessa Permian and 
linebacker Brad Smith of Houston St. 
Thomas should help the Frog cause. 

Rice—Rice also suffered a shutout in 
the big name department but did getline 
size, starting with 6-3, 305-pound Billy 
Baldwin of Houston Kashmere. Added 
heavyweight trenchmen were Vincent 
Serges (6-3, 285) of Groveton, Shawn 
Alberding (6-5, 230) of Burnet and Don 
Kindred (6-6, 230) of San Antonio 
MacArthur, and the Florida duo of Ken 
Pinkston (6-4, 270) of Orlando and 
Richard Dombroski (6-6, 260) of Planta- 
tion. Running back Msonthi Levine of 
Beaumont West Brook was another key 
pickup. 

NCAA violations put SMU out of 
football until 1989 but the Mustangs 
were allowed to start signing players. 
The short list of 12 included Highland 
Park quarterback Casey Clyce and two 
huge tackles, Trey Cowan (6-7, 310) of 
Wichita Falls and Kyle Carroll (6-4, 270) 
of Big Spring. 

Now for the ones that got away. LSU, 
for example, made a big splash in 
Texas. Across the Sabine River came 
the Tigers to tree such touted names as 


Willowridge linebacker Tyronne 
Malone, swift West Columbia running 
back Wayne Williams, and Dallas SOC 
safety Stephen Harris. 

But the rice and red beans pitch didn’t 
end with that trio. There is as much 
talent in a 100-mile radius of Houston as 
there is in the entire state of Louisiana, 
said LSU coach Mike Archer. So LSU 
loaded up with Houston area players like 
running back Torrin Polk of Lamar, line- 
backer David Walkup and running back 
Mike Garrett of McCullough, safety 
Raefel Adams of Jasper, and linebacker 
Nigel Ventress of Port Arthur Jefferson. 

Of course, Oklahoma made its annual 
raid across Red River. The Sooner 
sweep netted such blue-ribbon names 
as linebacker Joe Bowden of North 
Mesquite, running back Ike Lewis of 
Wilmer Hutchins, linebacker Reggie 
Barnes of South Grand Prairie, and run- 
ning back Reggie Finch of Irving 
MacArthur. 

Things were going so good that the 
Sooners added linebacker Joe Green of 
Aldine MacArthur, quarterback Otis 
Taylor of La Prote, linebacker Corey 
Mayfield of Tyler Lee, lineman Chris 
Watkins of Amarillo, and a few other 
Texans to their war chest. 

However, the exit of Friday night 
heroes didn’t end with UCLA, LSU and 
OU. Notre Dame got 285-pound Plano 
lineman Justin Hall and 6-4 Port Arthur 
Austin safety Graylin Johnson. Off to 
Michigan went 6-7, 280-pound Doug 
Skene of Allen while Nebraska got Pear- 
land linebacker Travis Hill and 
Pittsburgh the signature of La Porte 
running back Curvin Richards. Follow- 
ing Williams west was Huntsville flanker 
Freddie Gilbert to UCLA and Willowridge 
tight end Joel Scott to USC. The names 
and new addresses could go on and on. 

But considering everything, it wasn’t 
a bad year for the SWC clan and other 
schools around Texas. Several quality 
players were landed by smaller schools 
like North Texas, Lamar, Sam Houston 
State, Stephen F. Austin and Division II 
power Texas A&l. At least all the 
coaches seem pleased. But what else 
can they say?

BEARS PLAN TO SURPRISE THE EXPERTS

outhwest Conference coaches 

have learned to grow wary when 

Baylor coach Grant Teaff 

complains about lineup prob- 
lems in the preseason. 

Last year Teaff worried out loud about 
the Bears’ quarterback position and 
defensive backfield, but it was the 
Baylor opponents who did the worrying 
after freshman quarterback Brad Goebel 
passed for 2,178 yards to set SWC 
freshman passing records for com- 
pletions (158) and passing yards. 

This year Goebel returns along with 
an experienced defense—backs and all— 
that may be among the best in the 
conference. Now Teaff is wondering 
how he will replace an offensive line that 
graduated all ofits starters and a defensive 
line that graduated both tackles. 

‘Every so often something like this 
happens. It goes in cycles,”’ Teaff said. 
‘You develop good players and then 
they graduate and you've got to start all 
over again.”’ 

Teaff has found a good place to begin 
the line replacement, and the name of 
newcomer Bobby Sign likely will be 
noticed soon after the season begins. 
Sign was a three-year starter at center 
for Pittsburgh before transferring to sit 
out last season, as required by NCAA 
rules. 

Unfortunately, Teaff doesn’t have 
four senior transfers to bunch around 
Sign. He has five redshirt freshmen who 
are among the 10 players competing for 
the offensive line jobs.

‘He has kind of adopted them,” Teaff 
said of Sign. “You have to have an 
anchor for the young ones to latch onto. 
l’ve surrounded him with enough 
freshmen to put gray hairs on an old 
man’s head.”’ 

If there is any gray beginning to show 
on Teaff’s top, it’s because of concern 


over the running game. The best way to 
stave off a sophomore jinx for Goebel, 
Teaff said, is by providing him a more 
balanced offensive attack. Goebel’s 
passing accounted for 65.4 percent of 
the team’s yardage last season, and the 
Bears only ran for 33.5 percent of their 
yardage gained. 

“We have to return to some state of 
normalcy in the running game,”’ Teaff 
said. “We've got to be up in the 200- 
yards-plus rushing and 200-yards-plus 
passing to win games..”’ 

Starter Charles Perry returns at 
tailback with several quality players 
trying to take his job. Jeffrey Murray and 
Eldwin Raphel are experienced runners, 
but the best Bears’ back of all may not 
have seen time yet. 

Freshman Anthony Ray was 
redshirted last season with knee 


problems, and he spent his practice 
time in the weight room. Teaffliked what 
he saw when the finished product 
emerged, and he said he will allow Ray 
to come back slowly at his own pace to 
ward against reinjury. 

Much depends on the young line Sign 
will try to lead. He already had his effect 
on the Bears last season during practices 
where Baylor trainers reported more 
visits from the defensive linemen. 

The time away from game situations 
didn’t do much for Sign’s attitude. In 
one of Sign’s first practice sessions, he 
bowled over a Bears’ linebacker ina one- 
on-one blocking drill. When the line- 
backer demanded a rematch, Sign 
flattened him again. 

Again in disbelief the linebacker asked 
his coaches for another try, and once 
again Sign blocked him to the ground. 
Sign helped the linebacker to his feet 
and said, ‘‘l’m going to be your worst 
nightmare for the next year and a half.” 

With that part of his career finished, 
Sign can assume his position as the 
Bears’ ‘‘dream’’ lineman. He will be 
joined by senior Dennis Smith at tackle, 
but the experience factor drops sig- 
nificantly after that. Freshmen John 
Turnpaugh and Monte Jones will be the 
starters at guard and sophomore Mark 
Bass will be the other offensive tackle. 

The same problem bothers Teaff at 
the defensive tackle spots where soph- 
omore Greg Oelfinger and senior Vincent 
Carpenter have won starting jobs. 

Size simply won't be a problem on 
either line. The defensive line averages 
6-3, 259 pounds, and the offensive line 
averages 6-3 1/2, 289 pounds. 
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Robert Blackmon was a consensus All-SWC pick at strong safety. 


Rest assured, Teaff said, Goebel will 
get the protection he needs. That doesn’t 
mean, however, that he will be guarded 
from possibly his greatest threat of all— 
another promising Baylor freshman 
quarterback. Ricky Vestal is a 6-3, 214- 
pound newcomer who Teaff said is 
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ahead of Goebel’s progression at the 
same point in his career. Vestal will fight 
Ed Lovell for the backup position. 

Receiving should be another Baylor 
strength even though graduated starters 
must be replaced. Teaff likes the speed 
and soft hands of sophomore Greg 
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Anderson, and Bobby Jack Goforth is a 
hurdler from the Baylor track team that 
Teaff hopes will be leaping some de- 
fenders after big catches. More track 
help is on the way from Darnell Chase, 
an NCAA sprinting All-American in track 
several times over, who Teaffis counting 
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on for his deep routes. John Simpson is 
trying to come back from a knee injury. 

The defense has fewer question 
marks, according to Teaff. The unit 
made things happen last season, inter- 
cepting 12 passes, and taking away 19 
fumbles with 11 blocked kicks. 

Linebacker James Francis is the 
leader of the defense, and he may be the 
Bears best all-around athlete. 

Francis is the younger brother of 
Baylor educated/Dallas Cowboys player 
Ron Francis, and he just finished playing 
his second season of SWC basketball 
where he averaged four rebounds a game 
and helped the Bears to their first NCAA 
tournament berth in 36 years.

Francis said his basketball days are 
over as he concentrates on having the 
kind of junior and senior seasons that 
will reunite him with his brother in the 
NFL. He was the Bears’ second-leading 
tackler last year with 102, including 
seven tackles for 40 yards in losses, 
three pass knockdowns, two fumble 
recoveries and three blocked kicks, one 
which he recovered for a touchdown 
against Texas. 

The team’s other linebacking positions 
will be no weakness for the Bears as 
starter Gary Joe Kinne returns at middle 
linebacker and starter John Godfrey at 
strongside linebacker. 

The team’s top defensive end, 
Eugene Hall, returns after academic 
problems forced him to spend the spring 
training season studying. Teaff said the 
missed work on the field shouldn’t hurt. 
Hall, a three-year senior letterman, had 
43 tackles with eight going for losses 
last season. The same goes for Sam 
Collins, who missed the spring to pick 


up his grades, but should return to the 
starting lineup at right end. 

Teaff’s worries about his defensive 
backfield last year proved unfounded, 
and this year he said the group hasjelled 
into the best he’s ever had at Baylor. He 
already is campaigning for All-American 
honors for free safety Mike Welch, 
strong safety Robert Blackmon and 
cornerback Ray Crockett. 

Blackmon was a consensus All-SWC 
selection last season with five inter- 
ceptions, three fumble recoveries, a 
blocked kick and 81 tackles, 64 of which 
were unassisted. Two of his interceptions 
were returned for touchdowns against 
Houston. 

Welch also had five interceptions last 
season even though he played much of 
the season with a broken hand. Teaff 
said Welch would have had at least five 
more interceptions if not for the cast that 
covered his hand, and so he is expecting 
even bigger things from Welch as a 
junior. Welch had 131 tackles last season 
and two fumble recoveries. 

Crockett is another junior who Teaff 
said is ready to follow up last year’s All- 
SWC season with an All-American 
season. Crockett had 62 tackles, 46 of 
which were unassisted, two tackles for 
losses, an interception and a fumble 
recovery. He has been a Bears starter 
since late in his freshman season. 

Kicker Mark Mahler will share the 
duties with Terry Syler. Mahler has 
handled the long-range field goal 
assignments and kickoffs with Syler 
kicking extra points and short field goals. 
Punter Pete Rutter returns with a 40.5- 
yard average. 

Allin all, Teaff is concerned about 
what he considers holes on the line, but 
if the young players he has plugged in 
can mature quickly, the Bears could be 
an SWC surprise—again, after last year’s 
6-5 finish when less was expected. 

“We won't be picked high,” Teaff 
said. ‘‘We have talented people, and we 
think we have talented people we can 
win with. We've got a chance to be a 
decent club. It’s another one of those 
years where alot of things can happen.” 

And it usually does at Baylor.

RED RAIDERS 


TOLLIVER SET TO LEAD TECH

hile attempting to build the 
perfect football beast, 
Texas Tech head coach 
Spike Dykes uncovered a 
paradox that paints the Red Raiders a 
potentially awesome, yet highly 
suspect, offensive squad in 1988. 

In one hand, Dykes has back all but 
one of the skill position athletes who 
made Tech’s multiple attack the most 
explosive offense in the Southwest 
Conference last season. 

In the other hand, Tech’s second- 
year mentor holds five loaded questions, 
representative of a semiexperienced 
offensive line that must rapidly acquire 
savvy and confidence if the Red Raiders 
are to make a serious run at defending 
champion Texas A&M and resurgent 
Texas for the SWC crown. 

In short, Dykes has the head, arm, 
legs, hands and feet to fit the beast. All 
he needs now is the backbone. 

‘We felt like we wound up with six or 
seven guys who are capable of playing 
winning football on the major college 
level,’’ Dykes said of his stable of 
linemen. ‘‘We don’t have a lot of ex- 
perience at those positions, but those 
guys came a long way (during spring 
drills). 

“It's an upbeat deal because the 
nucleus of our starting group is made 
up of guys who saw an average amount 
of playing time last season, and they 
played well at times. Now we need them 
to play well all the time.”” 

In addition to the loss of four starters, 


Billy Joe Tolliver returns at QB for what should 
be an outstanding senior season. 
RON BERARD 
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including all-conference guards Mike 
McBride and Jeff Keith, Tech’s line 
development was delayed by the 
absence of Charles Odiorne, a 6-4, 
270-pound junior tackle and the only 
retuming trench starter. Odiome missed 
drills while recovering from ankle 
surgery, but is expected to be 100 
percent when fall workouts begin. 
With Odiorne on the mend, junior 


Tommy Webb (6-3, 275) took over at 
left tackle and turned in a solid spring. 
Also encouraging were the showings of 
junior center Len Wright (6-2, 260) and 
guard Chris Shafer (6-1, 270), the only 
senior among the starting quintet. 

Rounding out the first unit are junior 
guard Nathan Richburg (6-2, 275) and 
junior tackle Jessie Hurst (6-3, 265). 
The top reserves are junior tackle Ken 
Whitfield (6-4, 275), who was moved 
from defensive tackle, and guards 
Michael Jordan (6-4, 270), a sophomore, 
and redshirt freshman Jason Duval 
(6-2, 275). 

“Both the first and second groups 
made strides,”’ began Tech line boss 
Ted Unbehagen, ‘‘but we’ve only been 
going against each other. We can’t 


make an accurate assessment until 
September.’” 

If the young Tech line grows tall, 
strong and mean as Dykes envisions, 
dull moments again will be few and far 
between at Jones Stadium this autumn 
when the Red Raiders have possession 
of the pigskin. 

Tech’s modest success a year ago 
was the result of offensive prowess not 
seen in Lubbock since the mid-1970s. 
With first-year coordinator Dick Winder 
utilizing his arsenal of skill players to 
achieve optimum balance, the Red 
Raiders paced the SWC with 28.6 points 
per game and finished second in the 
total offense department with 399.4 
yards (206.7 on the ground, 192.7 
through the airways) per outing during 
a 6-4-1 campaign. 

The head and arm of the beast belongs 
to senior Billy Joe Tolliver, a first-team 
A\-SWC choice last season despite being 
hampered by a broken bone in his foot 
that caused him to miss the first three 
games. 

The rifle-armed Tolliver, 6-1 and 195 
pounds, completed 97 of 196 passes 
for 1,422 yards and seven touchdowns 
with 13 interceptions during his junior 
campaign. And during spring workouts, 
he was almost flawless. 

‘| think Billy Joe has continued to 
improve ever since he stepped foot on 
this campus,”’ Winder explained. ‘‘He’s 
been a good passer for a long time. 
Now he’s more of a field general and a 
leader. 

“| wouldn’t trade him for anybody.”’ 

Keeping Tolliver healthy is essential 
for the Raiders, as he is the only QB on 
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the depth chart to ever take a varsity 
snap, This lack of experience could be 
disastrous should Tolliver go down. 

A pair of highly touted redshirt 
freshmen—6-1, 205-pound Jamie Gill 
and 6-0, 190-pound Jason Rattan— 
emerged from the spring in a dead heat 
for the No, 2 berth. Gill is a passer in the 
Tolliver mode, while Rattan is a cat- 
quick option-type QB. 

“Both of those guys had good days 
and bad days, so it’s still up in the air,”’ 
Winder said. ‘‘It’s something that will 
be settled during two-a-days.”’ 

Tolliver’s abilities are enhanced by 
the legs of junior |-back James Gray and 
the hands of senior wide receivers Wayne 
Walker and Eddy Anderson, a truly gifted 
trio of performers who each gained all- 
conference honors last season. 

Gray, a 5-10, 210-pound workhorse, 
combined uncanny balance and de- 
ceptive quickness to produce 1,006 
yards and 12 touchdowns. Gray 
became only the third runner in Tech 
history to reach the 1,000-yard barrier. 
He also hauled in 20 passes for 171 
yards and one score. 

Walker (5-9, 160) and Anderson (5-9, 
160) drove opposing defenders crazy 
last fall, totaling 62 receptions for 1,108 
yards and seven touchdowns. Walker, 
who has run a 4.28 40 for pro scouts, is 
the deep threat, while Anderson is a 
possession-type receiver who seems to 
thrive on circus catches. 

Anderson elected to sit out spring 
training via Tech’s one-time layout rule 
and Walker split his time between football 
and track. While they were away, red- 
shirt junior Travis Price (6-1, 185) and 
senior Tyrone Thurman (5-3, 135) 
flourished and enter fall camp as 
co-starters. 

A similar situation developed at 
fullback, where sophomore Shane 
Sears (5-9, 205) filled in and excelled 
for the idle Ervin Farris, a two-year 
starter who often clears a path for Gray 
and backup junior |-back Clifton Winston 
(514 yards, two TDs in 1987). 

The tight end position, a weak link in 
the Tech offensive chain in recent 
seasons (11 total receptions in 1987), 
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took on a new image during the spring. 
The continued development of 6-5, 
235-pound junior Kevin Sprinkles, com- 
bined with the emergence of 6-3, 245- 
pound Charles Lott, a transfer from 
running back, and the surprising return 
of 6-2, 220-pound Phil Young, give the 
position, size, speed and experience and 
provide Tolliver with another target. 

Young was granted an extra year of 
eligibility after his transcript revealed he 
attended freshman classes as a part- 
time student.

The last, but certainly not least, of the 
Red Raiders’ offensive weaponry is 
senior place-kicker Scott Segrist. 
Segrist is a bona fide all-conference 
Candidate this fall following his excellent 
effort last fall: 34 of 37 extra points and 
13 of 18 field goals for a total of 
73 points. 

“Our offensive prospects are very 
exciting when you consider the caliber 
of skill players we have in the lineup and 
how they’ve performed in the past,’’ 
Winder assessed. ‘‘It’s a matter of how 
well we handle it up front. That's the 
mystery we have to solve,”’ 

While the offensive coaches focused 
on rebuilding the line and finding a 
backup QB, Tech defensive coordinator 
Carlos Mainord’s spring task was con- 
siderably more difficult. He and his 
aides had to start from the bottom to 
rebuild a defense that lost seven of 11 
starters. 

When drills began, the Raiders were 
dreadfully short on linebackers and 
cornerbacks. The team lost five of its 
seven top linebackers and three of four 


corners to graduation. 

Thus, arash of experimenting began. 
Players were taken from positions 
stacked three and four deep—namely 
fullback and defensive end—and moved 
to the barren spots. 

There were eight defensive changes 
in all and, when it was all said and done, 
Dykes and Mainord breathed a sigh of 
relief. ’ 

‘Of course, the verdict is still out on 
many of our experiments because we 
have nothing to compare them with 
except ourselves,’’ Dykes explained. 
“But we have a strong feeling that we 
made progress, considerable 
progress."’ 

To help solidify the three linebacking 
slots in his 4-3 alignment, Mainord 
beckoned a fullback and a pair of 
defensive ends. 

With the loss of 1987 starter Tony 
Durden to academic woes, the Red 
Raiders had only one player—junior 
Mike Derryberry—with any playing time 
at middle linebacker. To gain depth, 
senior Isaac Garnett, a 5-11, 225- 
pounder and three-year letterman at 
fullback, changed addresses. Garnett 
made the switch without a hitch, and 
finished behind the 6-1, 235-pound 
Derryberry on the final spring depth 
chart. 

Mainord had no returning experience 
at weakside linebacker. He solved that 
problem by moving 6-1, 220-pound 
senior James Mosley and 6-2, 220- 
pound sophomore Charles Rowe from 
defensive end. The pair finished neck- 
and-neck for the starting role. 

Mosley was an outstanding big-play 
maker for the Raiders in 1987, contri- 
buting 64 tackles and 7 1/2 quarterback 
sacks. Tech coaches hope he can use 
his tremendous quickness to attain 
similar results at linebacker. 

The strongside linebacking chores 
are in capable hands with three-year 
letterman Dal Watson (6-1, 200). 
Watson's backup is up-and-coming 
redshirt freshman Matt Wingo (6-0, 
220). 

“Linebacker went from a highly 
suspect position to a really good, 
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Spike Dykes teaches a swarming Red Raider defense. 
strong position for us,’’ Mainord said. 
“| was surprised by how quickly the 
players we moved adapted to the 
position. To be honest, | think we’re 
stronger at linebacker than we were last 
year.” 

The transfers of Rowe and Mosley 
were made possible by the return of 
seniors Eddie Kittle and Terry Lynch and 
the development of reserves John Elliott, 
Tom Mathiasmeier and Darnell Pratt at 
the end slots. Kittle (6-4, 230) and 
Lynch (6-2, 225) have five letters 
between them and combined for 84 
tackles and seven sacks last fall. 

The Raiders lost one starting tackle 
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(Artis Jackson) to graduation and were 
without the services of the other 
(Desmond Royal) during spring training. 
In their stead, juniors Troy Henington 
(6-2, 250) and Charles Perry (6-4, 265) 
established themselves as first-rate 
tackles. 

The anticipated return of the 6-1, 
265-pound Royal, who did not attend 
classes during the spring semester, and 
the addition of 6-7, 280-pound junior 
college transfer Jon Wood should sig- 
nificantly strengthen the tackle position 
come fall. 

The heart of the Red Raiders’ 
secondary is the safety position. Strong 


safety is manned by heady senior Boyd 
Cowan, a 6-1, 200-pound, three-year 
varsity performer. Free safety is occupied 
by sophomore kamikaze Donald Harris, 
the SWC’s Defensive Newcomer-of- 
the-Year in 1987. 

Cowan turned in an excellent junior 
season, making 62 stops and six inter- 
ceptions while breaking up five passes. 

Harris, a 6-1, 180-pounder, was a 
terror as a freshman. He was Tech’s 
second-leading tackler with 104 stops 
and added three interceptions and five 
breakups. Although Harris skipped spring 


workouts to play baseball, he is expected

to step right back into his starting role. 

Both positions could gain 
considerable depth should senior Merv 
Scurlark return to the form he displayed 
as a sophomore and junior starter. 
Scurlark was redshirted last season 
after a serious knee injury threatened 
his career. Scurlark was declared fit to 
participate in spring workouts, but 
Mainord held him out as a pre- 
cautionary measure. 

The sudden rise of senior Dean 
Marusak (5-10, 175) and the equally 
stunning emergence of sophomore 
squadman Quinton Rhodes (5-11, 170) 
gave the Raiders instant legitimacy at 


cornerbacks. 

The move of wide receiver Richard 
Ross (6-1, 160) also helped solidify the 
position. Ross earned a second-team 
berth, along with highly touted redshirt 
freshman Sammy Walker (5-11, 190). 

“This could wind up being a great 
position for us,’’ Mainord said of 
cornerback. “‘We have some fine 
athletes there, and they showed they 
can be consistently good.’’ 

The Tech defense surrendered 31 or 
more points in five contests in 1987, a 
weakness that Dykes knows must be 
corrected if the Red Raiders are to post 
their third consecutive winning season. 

However, Dykes’ No. 1 goal for his 
squad is to end the overall incon- 
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sistency that plagued last year’s unit. 
The same team never showed up on 
successive Saturdays, evidenced by 
the Raiders’ 27-21 whipping of eventual 
league champ Texas A&M, and a 31-0 
thrashing at the hands of Arkansas the 
following weekend. 

“We've got to eliminate the peaks 
and valleys,’ Dykes said. “‘We can’t 
play great one week and then fire blanks 
the next. ‘“We have to learn to be a 
consistent football team to get over the 
hump. If we can establish that 
consistency week-in and week-out, we 
have the makings of a darn good 
football team.”’ 

And who knows, maybe a beast of a 
team.L 
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PARDEE TRYING TO BUILD A CONTENDER

ack Pardee started his first spring 

at the University of Houston 

searching for a quarterback. 

He started Spring Two with four 
quarterbacks and no center or middle 
linebacker. It’s all part of rebuilding the 
Cougars, ‘‘One Day at a Time.” 

Houston earned a 4-6-1 record and a 
permanent asterisk in Pardee’s first 
season. The Cougars beat Temple 37-7, 
then later forfeited the game for using an 
ineligible player. However, the win 
remained on the positive side of the 
ledger according to NCAA rules. 

Admittedly, beating Sam Houston 
State, a Division I-AA school, and a pair 
of Owls, Temple and Rice, won’t pave a 
path to the Cotton Bowl for Houston. 
After 1986’s 1-10 record, any win looked 
good. 

The most encouraging aspect was 
posting a 3-0-1 record in the last four 
games. The brightest nugget proved to 
be an almost fictional 60-40 upset of 
Texas, everyone’s archenemy. 

While the players learned Pardee’s 
system, the Run-and-Shoot offense 
featuring four receivers, Pardee learned 
something about college football. He 
seemed genuinely surprised college 
quarterbacks could run. 

“In pro football you don’t have to 
worry about teams running the option,”’ 
said the former coach of the Chicago 
Bears, Washington Redskins and USFL 
Houston Gamblers. ‘‘You don’t defense 
the quarterback.” 

He decided to cut down on the 
Cougars’ phone book-size play-books 
for this season, particularly for the 
defensive unit. 


‘“We’re keeping the defense a lot 
simpler,”’ said Pardee. ‘‘Let them use 
their ability and not be overburdened 
with thinking all the time.”” 

A veteran defense was expected to 
carry the Cougars last fall until the 
offense exploded. It didn’t. The defense, 
realigned from a5-2 the year before toa 
4-3, stumbled and the Cougars 
crumbled, losing six of their first seven. 


You had to see it to believe it, but the 
defense won the Texas game. The 
Cougars returned four interceptions for 
touchdowns, three by cornerback 
Johnny Jackson, both NCAA records. 
The defense also set up two more 
scores. 

The Wyoming game typified 
Houston's season. The teams compiled 
972 yards in total offense and 72 points 
in a NFL-like 3-hour, 48-minute game. 

Houston lost 37-35, because it 
couldn’t run the football. The Cougars 
finally took the lead in the fourth quarter, 
then failed to make a first down on its last 
three possessions. 

It could be more of the same game in 
88. 

The Cougar quarterback, regardless 


of his identity, is sure to come out 
throwing. Houston attempted 499 
passes last year, nearly twice the 
previous record. 

David Dacus, Andre Ware and Ed 
Powers all started at quarterback in ’87. 
Ware broke his arm in the Wyoming game 
and Dacus (57.7 percent for 1,849 yards 
and eight touchdowns) finished the 
season with a rush. 

David Klinger, a redshirt freshman, 
joined the competition in the spring. 
Pardee divided the work evenly, although 
Powers missed the last couple of weeks 
because of academic problems. The 
staff will wait until fall to name a starter. 

Give Dacus the edge on experience. 
Give Ware, completely healed, the edge 
on scrambling ability. 

And give the ball to super-back 
Kimble Anders, the lone setback, often 
enough to keep the defense honest. 
Anders ran his legs offlast year, carrying 
the ball 158 times and catching it 61 
more. He finished sixth in the Southwest 
Conference in rushing and second in 
receiving. 

Houston’s receivers look like the cast 
from Gulliver's Travels, nearly all 
standing less than 6 feet. Jason Phillips 
set several receiving records and led the 
nation with his 99 catches, although 
several were little more than handoffs 
from the quarterback. 

Phillips will start at one wingback, or 
inside receiver position, with James 
Dixon at the other. Watch Dixon. He 
should pick up right where he left off in 
the season finale against Rice, catching 
eight for 203 yards and two touchdowns. 

Dixon developed into such a

dangerous return man by midseason 
that teams refused to kick to him. He 
averaged 27.4 yards per kickoff return, 
including a 94-yard touchdown. Jet 
Brown, the leading receiver in 1986 and 
hampered most of last year, could bounce 
back. 

The wide, or outside, receivers appear 
less threatening. Brian Williams and 
Kevin Mason, who ran track in the 
spring, share one side with Paul Smith 
returning on the other. Houston’s prize 
recruit, 5-9 Ronnie Johnson, could 
crack the lineup here. 

The offensive line is more 
experienced, but still a question mark. 
Byron Forsythe and Joey Banes, team- 
mates in high school, look solid at the 
tackles. Del Montgomery, a transfer 
from SMU, and Leroy Truitt finished the 
spring No. 1 at the guards. However, 
Pardee is counting on help from Terry 
Moser and Charles Bowman. Moser won 
astarting spot last year, injured his knee 
in preseason and underwent surgery. 
He stayed out of contact work this 
spring. Bowman, who played both 
guard and tackle last fall, flunked out of 
school. He attended a junior college 
second semester and is expected back 
in the fall. 

‘We've got to get the front part of the 
offense set,’’ said Pardee. 

He began the spring with no center, 
tried a combination of transfers and 
junior college players and finally moved 
in William Gant, a three-year starter at 
guard. 

Middle linebacker, the center of the 
defense, is also in the experimental 
stage. Houston must overcome the loss 
of two-time All-Southwest Conference 
linebacker Gary McGuire, an inspirational 
leader. 

Jim Eddy, Houston’s defensive 
coordinator, said it best: “‘It will be 
impossible to replace Gary McGuire.” 

Robert McDade will try. He played a 
couple of games at defensive tackle last 
year, was injured and sat out the rest of 
the season. Another former SMU player 
and a linebacker in high school, McDade 


Andre Ware, an accomplished scrambler, figures 
prominently in Houston quarterback picture. 
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dropped to 253 pounds, but still has a 
long way to go. ‘‘He’s an unusual 
athlete,’’ said Eddy. He will have to be. 

The backup is Edward Thomas, moved 
to linebacker near the end of last 
season. 

Outside linebacker Lamar Lathon 
proved an exception to the Proposition 
48 hangover. Despite sitting out his 
freshman year, he broke into the starting 
lineup by the second game as a 
sophomore and could be a good one. 

The other side is another experiment. 
Reggie Burnette, playing his third 
position in three years, was moved there 
in the spring. He played tight end as 
freshman, an extinct position in the Run- 
and-Shoot, and super-back last fall, 
though he saw most of his time on 
special teams. 

Pardee conceded starting the season 
with two untested converts at linebacker 
is ‘‘a bit scary. They’re good athletes, all 
big, strong and can run. If Reggie’s nota 
starting linebacker, we'll move him to 
offense. He’s too good a player.” 

Burnette should start. The backups 
on the outside are David Bearden and 


Andy Sexton, former starters considered 
too small for Pardee’s pro-style thinking. 
The front four, which returns intact, 
should help the linebackers and 
secondary more than last year. 

Glenn Montgomery is a good one at 
defensive tackle, though often double- 
teamed last season. Alfred Oglesby 
Starts at the other tackle and Keith 
Jenkins and Craig Veasey at the ends. 
Jenkins, a former walk-on, improved 
immensely last season. 

Darren Warren is pushing Veasey at 
one end and Larry Ball, a good pass 
rusher, adds depth at the other end. 

Take away the Texas game and a 
blocked field goal returned for a 
touchdown against Rice, and corner- 
back Jackson still played like an All- 
American. He made 74 tackles and 
broke up 17 passes. 

Jackson could force opponents to 
pass in the other direction at Derrick 
Price, another former walk-on who 
started the final two games last year. He 
could be pressed by Kraig Thompson, a 
transfer from New Mexico State, and 
Mecridic Calloway, a JC recruit. 


Johnny Norwood started several 
games at free safety in last year’s revolv- 
ing door secondary. Robert Jones, who 
played both strong and free safety, will 
be sorely missed. 

Kevin Tuggle has the edge over Tyrone 
Jones and Dennis Kennedy in the comp- 
etition at strong safety. 

“We've got enough good athletes,” 
concluded Pardee. ‘‘I want to keep from 
moving them around in the fall.’’ 

Barefooted punter Simon Rodriguez 
returns with a 40.7 average. The place 
kicking position is a crap shoot. 

Chip Browndyke, the kicker the last 
three years, graduated and Pardee failed 
to sign a kicker in his two recruiting 
classes. 

Jose Luis Zarate, a transfer from 
Texas Lutheran, which dropped football, 
may be the answer. Walk-on Roman 
Anderson, son of one of Pardee’s 
former teammates with the Rams, and 
ex-quarterback Johnny Robertson are 
the other candidates. 

The question is whether Pardee and 
his Cougars will have anything to kick 
about?)

QB David Rascoe leads the offense, but 
the Horned Frogs could really shine de- 
fensively as such standouts as DB 
Falanda Newton and DL Mitchell 
Benson return. 

Game but out-manned Rice 
continues its long, difficult climb 
toward respectability. Talents like RB 
Lorenzo Cyphers can only help 
the cause.

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HORNED FROGS 


WACKER NEEDS To START WINNING SOON

ad times have cornered Jim 
Wacker, TCU’s Happy Warrior. 
Last season was another 

disappointment. What had 
been a Cotton Bowl run at midseason 
shriveled into a 5-6 record by season’s 
end. Two assistants left and another 
was fired, making for a total of five 
coaching changes in the last year. And 
recruiting, once Wacker’s strong point, 
fell off last spring say analysts and other 
Southwest Conference football coaches. 

Wacker, too, may be in trouble. After 
posting losing records in four of his five 
seasons at TCU, there is some talk that 
he will be fired if the Frogs do not have a 
winning record in 1988. Frank 
Windegger, TCU’s athletic director, 
says Wacker is notin trouble. Wacker 
agrees. 

But there is grumbling about a pro- 
gram that promised so much and, 
except for a Bluebonnet Bowl appear- 
ance in 1984, has delivered so little. 
Wacker has promised plenty in the 
past, which has been his problem. His 
speech is softer now, infused with 
fewer adjectives, but he still believes in 
his team. And he still makes promises. 

“We can play with anybody,”’ he 
said. ‘‘We probably return with as good 
a nucleus as anybody in the league.”’ 

No one—especially other SWC 
coaches—will argue with him. They 
contend that he has one of the deepest 
talent pools in the league, and his 
assertion that they have been too young 
to win has grown old. 

TCU’s roster is full of two and three- 
year lettermen, and there are 31 seniors 
on scholarship. The Frogs return eight 
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Starters off an offense that set a school 
record in rushing last season with 3,241 
yards, and seven off a defense that was 
the best in Wacker’s tenure at TCU. 

But there also are questions about 
those two areas. The Frogs lost running 
back Tony Jeffery, who rushed for 
3,749 yards in his TCU career, and the 
coaches did not recruit the franchise- 
type running back for which they were

looking. Injuries also depleted their run- 
ning back roster. At one point last spring 
they had four healthy scholarship run- 
ning backs. 

The defense may have had a more 
costly loss. Rick Johnson, the defensive 
coordinator who instilled confidence in 
what had been a doubting group, left 
after one season to go to Duke as 
defensive coordinator. 

Replacing the running backs and 
Johnson may be Wacker’s biggest test 
yet. But the players say they are no 
longer relying on Wacker or any assis- 
tant to do the job for them. 

‘We're taking so much more on our- 
selves,” senior defensive end Tracy 
Simien said. ‘‘My first two years, we 
relied so much on the coaches. We’re 


taking the attitude now that we won't be 
denied. | think we can be as good as 
Texas A&M's defense or anyone else’s. 
As far as experience or talent, there’s 
nobody any better.’’ 

He smiled as he realized the sound of 
those words. 

“What I’m saying might sound 
cocky,”’ he said, ‘‘butit’s really not. We 
had to get confidence in ourselves, 
realize what we can do. What we’ve 
been through makes a hard shell around 
you.” 

What TCU’s seniors have been through 
would toughen any hide: Seven players 
who had been integral parts of the Blue- 
bonnet Bowl team were dismissed in 
1985 for taking money from boosters; 
the team was put on NCAA probation 
with sanctions for two years; Jeffery 
was dismissed from the team going 
into the last game of the 1987 season 
because his dealings with an agent 
violated NCAA regulations; recruiting 
coordinator Ray Sewalt was fired in 
the middle of recruiting season last 
December, and Johnson left after one 
season. 

Wacker’s firing of Sewalt raised a few 
eyebrows. Sewalt coordinated what 
had been considered some of the best 
recruiting classes in the SWC over the 
last four years. But Wacker said he 
wanted his recruiting coordinator to 
handle more administrative duties, 
which caught Sewalt by surprise. He 
was replaced by Tom Mueller, formerly 
TCU’s defensive coordinator before he 
was demoted to linebacker coach. 

Wacker’s complaint about Sewalt 
seemed to be a small one. And, poten-

Dove 
Says he will use basically the same 
defense that Johnson did, and maybe 
even a simpler one, even though he 
says the SWC has changed greatly since 
he was a player at Tech. 

“When | left,”’ he said, ‘‘you’d play 
seven wishbone teams a year. Now 
there’s two: Arkansas and us. The 
offenses are a lot more wide open now. 
There’s much more diversity, which is 
typical throughout the country.’’ 

Fortunately for Dove, he has the kind 
of defense that can make it tough on 
a passing game. TCU had what many 
observers considered the best front 
four in the league. The Frogs rarely 
blitzed, yet they had 39 sacks, with 
defensive ends David Spradlin and 
Simien leading at 7 1/2 each. 

Simien is back at one defensive end, 
and senior Darrell Davis, who was out 
with an injury last season, will start at 
the other end. The tackles will be a 
combination of seniors Mitchell Benson 
and Frank Hawkins and junior Fred 
Washington. Washington, who had 4 
1/2 sacks in a part-time role last season, 
emerged as one of the best pass rushers 
in the league. 

The line will have to make up for what 
may be a problem at linebacker. The 
Frogs lost Floyd Terrell, Gregg Jones, 
and Antonio Guillory, who had shown 
some promise last season before he 
flunked out last spring. Starting will be 
sophomore Richard Booker, senior Paul 
Llewellyn, a former minor league base- 
ball player, and junior Greg Moore, 

The secondary has been a problem 
ever since Wacker arrived and still is. 
The strong point is senior free safety 
Falanda Newton, a preseason All- 
American in some polls. He led the 
Frogs with seven interceptions last 
season and was second on the team in 
tackles, 

‘‘There’s no doubt that he’s our best 
player,”’ Wacker said of Newton. ‘‘He 
plays the run and pass equally tough. 
He’s like having a linebacker out there. 
His greatest asset is his instinct. He 
always seems to know whether it’s run 
Or pass.”’ 
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Newton would stand to be the most 
affected by the loss of Johnson, who 
molded the defense around the free- 
wheeling free safety. But Newton says 
things should remain the same, and 
may not be as complicated as Johnson’s 
system became by the end of the season. 

“Everybody had to think before they 
reacted,”’ he said. ‘‘We'd have two good 
practices at full speed and then we'd have 
problems. It has to become natural.”’ 

Newton may be the Frog's best natural 
athlete. If not, sophomore strong safety 
LeVoil Crump may be. One cornerback 
will be senior Andre Spencer, who led 
the team by breaking up 12 passes last 
season. The other is still a question and 
the weak point. Senior Stanley Petry 
was first team after the spring, 
but the job may be won by either 
junior Robert McWright or Tony Brooks.

Overall, the Frogs’ defense was 
much improved. They shut out Baylor, 
24-0, and gave up only seven points to 
Houston at the tail end of a four-game 
winning streak at midseason. 

But what followed was the Frogs’ 
customary collapse. They lost to Texas 
Tech, 36-35, and Texas, 24-21, and then 
fell apart against A&M in the season 
finale, 42-24. It was nothing new. Since 
1972, the Frogs are 3-42-3 in the last 
three games of the season. 

Wacker thinks the Frogs have enough 
offense to avoid any such collapse this 
season. He has settled on senior 
quarterback David Rascoe, who officially 
had been Scott Ankrom’s backup but 
had actually played more often than his 
injury-plagued superior. 

So Wacker has turned Ankrom into a 
utility player, spotting him at wide 


receiver, running back and even at 
quarterback in some option situations. 
TCU coaches have come to view 
Ankrom, who has run a 4.4 in the 40- 
yard dash, as a luxury if he’s healthy, 
which hasn’t been often. 

Rascoe, a steady, reliable quarter- 
back, has moved up TCU’s career 
offense lists and is ranked fourth in total 
offense. He even received some votes 
as second-team All-SWC because of 
efficient work running the veer. 

The halfoacks when TCU is in the 
Wishbone will be junior Tony Darthard 
and senior Bobby Davis, with senior 
Scott Bednarski at fullback. Darthard 
and Davis, who missed part of the spring 
with a dislocated shoulder, will be the 
backs in the veer. 

When Rascoe wants to throw, he'll 
have the option of senior tight end Ricky 
Stone, a 6-4, 250-pounder, senior split 
end Reggie Davis, or senior wide receiver 
Jarrod Delaney. That trio, who has been 
considered a group of underachievers, 
caught a total of 60 passes last season. 

“There's been stability on offense,”’ 
Wacker said. ‘‘We led the SWC in total 
offense last season, and | feel com- 
fortable with the direction it’s going.”’ 

The way will be led at tackle by junior 
Jeff Hopkins and senior Dennis Gooch. 
The Frogs are deep at guard, with 6-5, 
294-pound junior Robby Adams, and 
sophomore Mike Sullivan. The question 
mark will be at center, where junior 
Jeff Daily is expected to replace 
Clint Hailey. 

The specialists are one of the best 
pairs in the SWC: senior Chris Becker, 
who averaged 43.9 yards per punt, and 
senior Lee Newman, who is 27 of 37 
for field goals in his career (.729 
percentage). 

The foundation is present for a good 
team, perhaps even a SWC contender. 
Wacker says he has confidence in his 
offense and thinks Dove will do a good 
job with the defense. In fact, he says the 
coaching changes have been good for 
the team and even recommends it every 
two or three years. 

Just as long as the head coach 
doesn't go with it.

thought he might need more players. 
Gill changed into an injured player’s 
uniform, and although he was not called 
on to play, Gill stood ready. 

A&M students now stand throughout 
football games, ever ready. The 12th 
Man team does more than stand, waving 
towels to whip the Kyle Field crowd into 
a frenzy before running down the field 
like a bunch of crazies, splattering 
ball carriers. 

“His 12th Man team was so very 
innovative,’’ Bright said. ‘‘It generated 
interest all over. Now everybody in the 
country is using towels like the 
12th Man.”’ 

While Sherrill is considered distant by 
many members of the media and some 
rival coaches, he has a closeness with 
the A&M students. He developed his 
12th Man idea while working with the 
corps of cadets on the Aggie bonfire 
in 1982. 

He may have been one of the Bear’s 
boys at ‘Bama, but Sherrill now bleeds 
maroon, so much so that he was given 
the honorary title of professor of 
athletics last spring by the school’s 
board of regents. 

“This institution is very important to 
me,’’ Sherrill said. ‘“You have to 
understand what this institution stands 
for, and you commit yourself to 
those things. 

“Fortunately, what this institution 
was built on and stands for fits my 
personality.” 

Sherrill thinks of the A&M student as 
a special breed. He describes a certain 
toughness, something the Aggies had 
to have when A&M was primarily a 
military school, and an all-male one 
at that. 

“The players that | recruit fit into this 
environment—they are very tough 
internally,’’ Sherrill said. ‘‘They had to 
be way back in the beginning. They 
made a choice to come here, and it 
wasn’t easy back then. 

“You win the hard way. You don’t win 
the easy way. A&M deserves it because 
A&M has won the hard way.”’ 
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Words such as hard and tough come 
up often in conversations with Sherrill. 
And in conversations about him as well. 

‘‘He’s a mentally tough individual,” 
said Aggie offensive coordinator 
Joe Avezzano, who worked with Sherrill 
when they were assistants to Johnny 
Majors at lowa State and Pittsburgh. 
‘‘He has always been that way. 

“He’s had a way of passing that along 
to the players that have played for 
him. He has a way of drawing toughness 
out of players. | always thought the 
aspect that stood out about him was his 
ability to take players that want to be 
good and make them tough enough to 
be successful.” 

Sherrill has a fierce loyalty to his 
players, who he considers part of his 
family. He will go to great lengths on 
their behalf, without regard to how his 
actions are perceived by outsiders. 

Last December, Sherrill flew to 
Atlanta to meet with former sports 
agent Jim Abernethy, whose dealings 
with two Aggie players had led to their 
being ruled ineligible. Sherrill called it a 
fact-finding mission, designed to 
determine whether or not the players 
could regain their eligibility. Sherrill was 
burned when stories insinuated that he 
was trying to buy Abernethy off, but 
Sherrill was less concerned with his 
image than his players’ future. 

“It doesn’t matter to him that much 
what other people think about him if 
the subject matter is his players,”’ 
Avezzano said. ‘‘He’s always been a 
players’ coach. 

‘“When we were assistants, he was 
the bad guy, so to speak, on the staff. 
He would be the one to discipline guys 
for stepping over the line. He would 
work them extremely hard, and yet 
he got tremendous results from 
these individuals. 

“‘He’s probably had the greatest 
rapport with players who threatened to 
step over the line every now and then. 
He’s got a way of getting results, 
because the players know that he will go 
to bat for them.” 

Although few people see it, Avezzano 
says there is a soft side to Sherrill. 


‘He doesn’t show it to many 
people,’ Avezzano said. ‘‘But he’s 
done a lot of things that could be 
considered on the soft side to get a 
player to be successful.” 

Sherrill has coached such players as 
Dan Marino, Hugh Green, Tony Dorsett 
and Johnny Holland. But he is equally 
proud of his ability to get the most out of 
less-talented players. 

‘Probably the strongest point | have 
in dealing with players is getting them to 
feel a sense of success and self-worth,” 
Sherrill said. “| think Coach Bryant was 
the best ever at taking players with 
average ability and making them better 
players. 

“There's a lot of people who have a 
lot more ability than maybe | do, but you 
have to have an inner strength.” 

The Aggies’ domination of the 
Southwest Conference has their 
supporters thinking of more lofty goals. 
A&M will go into the 1988 season rated a 
possible contender for the national title. 

‘‘A&M deserves a national champion- 
ship, and that’s what we’re working 
toward,”’ Sherrill said. ‘“We’re 
approaching the position where they 
expect us to be in the running for the 
national championship.”’ 

Sherrill says it’s harder to finish No. 1 
than it was 15 years ago. One look at the 
Aggies’ early schedule, which includes 
Nebraska, LSU and Alabama, indicates 
that it may never be tougher than this 
year. 

Sherrill beefed up an already 
demanding schedule by accepting a bid 
to face Nebraska in the Kickoff Classic. 

“A lot of schools don’t have to play 
that type of schedule because of the 
position they're in,’’ Sherrill said. “But 
we ve got to play it to get to that position. 

“Southern Cal and Notre Dame 
haven't enjoyed a lot of success lately, 
but they haven’t dropped out of the top 
group. Once you get there, if you 
continue to maintain it, you don't drop 
out even if you have an off year. That’s 
where we want to get.’’ 

The bottom line is that what Jackie 
wants, Jackie usually gets, Aggie fans 
can only hope his success continues.

By Coacu Ken HATFIELD 


ne of the great things about the 

game of football is that so 

many situations that occur 

can be related to situations in 
everyday life. 

Once we were trailing 14-12 ina 
crucial game with 6:23 to play. With the 
ball on the right hash mark we ran a 
counter play. The halfback found the 
hole jammed up, so he dipped inside. 
With a burst of blazing speed, he ripped 
off 17 big yards. 

Then after careful consultation with 
our coaches, we were ready for the next 
play. It started just like the previous 
one—only this time the quarterback 
faked to the halfback and retreated 
Slightly as he waited for the tight end to 
come open. The tight end released from 
the line of scrimmage, and tried to block 
the defensive back as he had on the play 
before. 

The defensive back would not be 
blocked again. He faked and ran around 
the tight end, who appeared to be beaten 
badly on the block. But he fooled the 
defender, and sprinted alone through 
the secondary. The quarterback lofted a 
perfect pass, which the tight end calmly 
collected on the 13-yard line and dashed 
into the end zone for the winning 
touchdown. 

As acoach, it’s very satisfying to see 
a play in the playbook work exactly the 
way it’s supposed to. It’s not the play 
itself that works, however. The players 
must execute correctly for it to be 
successful. 

In life we face a similar situation. The 


Bible gives us the game plan for a 
happy, successful life, as seen in the 
eyes of both our Lord and our fellow 
man. The Ten Commandments and The 
Golden Rule are simple enough to be 
memorized by small children, but many 
adults find living by them to be most 
difficult.

near the Ohio State bench and report- 
edly waving the ball at Hayes. That’s 
when Woody made his fatal mistake, 
landing a right hand to Bauman’s neck. 

When Hayes swatted his own players 
upside their helmeted heads it was 
okay. Now, the university had no choice 
but to fire him, despite a 205-61-10 
record, two national championships 
and 13 Big Ten titles. 

Hayes was 65 and there had been 
rumors that (1) he was going to be fired 
anyway, (2) he was going to quit, win or 
lose, and (3) he was going to quit if the 
Buckeyes won. 

(2) and (3) were doubtful. There is a 
story about how Hayes and a former 
assistant, Tiger Ellison, occasionally 
talked of retirement. Hayes told Ellison 
he would retire when he was ready and 
when he had a winner. 

“What if you don’t have a winner and 
the Good Lord calls you?”’ Ellison 
asked. 

“Then I’m not going to go,’’ Hayes 
replied. 

Now, he had no choice. 

“There is not a university or athletic 
conference in this country which would 
permit a coach to physically assault a 
college athlete,’’ Ohio State President 
Harold Enarson said. 

Hayes later said he thought he was 
trying to knock the ball out of Bauman’s 
hand. He also told his journalistic 
“bobo,” Paul Hornung of the 
Columbus Dispatch, that he had 
resigned. 

Into the maelstrom came Earle 
Bruce, an Ohio State alumnus and an 
assistant coach under Hayes from 
1966-71. ‘‘A Breath of Fresh Air After a 
Heavy Hayes,’’ read Sports /llustrated’s 
headline. 

Bruce’s return, however, was 
anything but routine. It wouldn’t have 
been ordinary in any event, since he 
was violating a coaching axiom by 
following a legend. But while Bruce was 
answering questions from the media, 
Tom Fullove, president of the Columbus 
chapter of the NAACP, butted in. 
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“| don’t think your record (10-2 at the 
University of Tampa, 36-32 at lowa 
State) is that good,’’ Fullove said. ‘‘The 
coach we were pushing (Florida A&M's 
Rudy Hubbard, also a former Hayes 
assistant) has a far better record than 
yours. We want you to know we’re 
going to show opposition to your 
appointment.’’ Hubbard, on the other 
hand, said he was ‘‘very comfortable’’ 
with Bruce’s selection. 
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OHIO STATE COACH—JOHN COOPER 

Wisely, Bruce didn’t answer Fullove, 
who also had objected when Eldon 
Miller, a white, was named Ohio State’s 
basketball coach in 1976. Bruce also 
quieted his critics with an 11-0 regular 
season in 1979, barely missing out on 
the national championship when Ohio 
State dropped a 17-16 squeaker to 
Southern Cal in the Rose Bowl. 

The Buckeyes then settled into a 
“rut” of 9-3 records—1980, 1981, 
1982, 1983, 1984, 1985. In 1986, they 
went 10-3, including Bruce’s fourth Big 
Ten championship. But 1987 was 
a disaster. The Buckeyes slipped to 
6-4-1; the only other Ohio State team to 
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lose that many games since 1971 was 
Hayes’ 7-4-1 swan song. 

The ax fell on Nov. 16, the Monday 
before Ohio State’s traditional regular- 
season finale with Michigan (it would 
have been even harder to fire Bruce 
after beating Michigan, which he did, 
23-20). Ironically, just a few hours 
earlier, following more than a week of 
speculation about his future, Bruce, 
who had one year left on a three-year 
contract, had told his weekly media 
luncheon he was ‘‘staying at 
Ohio State.’’ 

When it turned out he wasn’t, athletic 
director Rick Bay, who seven months 
earlier had signed a personnel 
evaluation of Bruce praising his 
leadership and coaching ability, 
resigned in protest, citing ‘“‘philo- 
sophical differences with the 
administration.” 

The April 1987 evaluation conducted 
by associate athletic director Bill Myles 
gave Bruce no rating below 8 onascale 
of 10 in 10 different areas of 
competence. Under the heading for 
“Athletic Director Comments,”’ Bay 
wrote: ‘‘Great Job! Ohio State is lucky 
to have you.”’ In the previous year’s 
evaluation, Bruce received a score of 
less than 8 in one area—a 7 in ‘‘Budget 
Management.’’ 

In the 1987 evaluation, Myles gave 
Bruce a 10 in the area of ‘‘Competence 
in the Field,”’ noting: ‘‘Knows the game 
of football very well. Has won Big Ten 
championships and was voted National 
Coach of the Year in 1979. Probably did 
his best coaching job this past year 
(1986) after facing much adversity.”’ 
Bruce also received a 9 in ‘‘Relations 
with Others’’ compared to 8 the 
previous year. 

But in ‘‘Judgment,”’ Bruce rated only 
an 8 and Myles commented, ‘‘In things 
other than football (Bruce) does not 
always evaluate impact of his decision 
in related areas.”’ 

President Edward H. Jennings, who 
said he ‘‘made the actual decision (to 
fire Bruce)...a decision I’ve been 
thinking about for a while,”’ said 
pressure to dismiss Bruce came from 
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‘all over,” adding: “In our judgment, it 
was time to make a change. That’s all 
there is to it. twas a personnel matter.”’ 

Edmund Redman, chairman of the 
university’s board of trustees, insisted 
the dismissal “had nothing to do with a 
bad season. The general public had 
been dissatisfied. We are a public insti- 
tution, and we are mindful of what the 
public thinks.”’ 

Reportedly, it may have been more 
personal than personnel. 

“I'm the president of the university, 
and I’m assigned the responsibility of 
dealing with personnel issues,” 
Jennings said. He declined to 
elaborate, saying: ‘‘We don’t talk about 
personal issues. |’m not at liberty to 
break the rule.”’ 

The situation got even nastier. Bruce 
filed a $7.4 million lawsuit against Ohio 
State and Jennings (it was settled for 
$471,000); he and the president 
accused each other of resorting to 
personal attacks on their respective life- 
styles (Bruce likes to play the horses, 
Jennings was separated from his wife 
and Bruce’s lawyer accused him of 
“excessive drinking’); a Columbus 
lawyer requested a temporary re- 
straining order blocking Bruce’s firing 
(it was denied); and a local company 
canceled a $400,000 corporate pledge 
to the university. 

“I’m at a loss (to explain it),’’ Bruce 
said. ‘If! was a crud, or a cheater, or a 
lousy coach . . . | consider myself a 
damn good football coach.” 

Indeed, since his hiring, he had the 
best record (81-26-1) among all Big Ten 
coaches. But 1987 included the first 
loss to Indiana since 1951, the first loss 
to Michigan State in nine games, a fifth 
loss to Wisconsin in the last seven 
meetings and a last-second 29-27 loss 
to lowa on an inexcusable long pass 
play, the Hawkeyes’ first victory in 14 
visits to Ohio Stadium since 1959. 

“| think his detractors were just 
waiting for an excuse,”’ said Bay, who 
had tried unsuccessfully to get Bruce's 
contract extended when the coach was 
considering an offer from the University 
of Arizona in January 1987 that would 
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have more than tripled his base salary 
(Bruce remained at Ohio State out of 
loyalty to his school; he didn’t even use 
the Arizona offer as a bargaining tool). 
“And 9-3 just wasn't an excuse. Then, 
the detractors had their excuse (6-4-1). 

“To take a coach with Earle’s record, 
and what he’s accomplished and how 
he’s done it and to suggest that we 
ought to fire him on the basis of one 
season, the first ever he hasn't won 
nine games here, doesn’t speak well of 
Ohio State. 

“When | came here, | said it was a 
great opportunity because there are no 
distractions here. This is the largest 
college town in America. We’ve got the 
Buckeyes, and that’s great when things 
are going well. But when you have got 
problems, it’s not so good.”’ 

Bruce succeeded Hayes in the 
coach's chair but he never replaced him 
in the hearts of some of Ohio State’s 
financial backers. Bruce demanded 
appearance fees for fund-raising 
cocktail parties, banquets and golf 
tournaments, events Hayes attended 
gratis. 

Bay called Bruce’s firing ‘‘a dark day 
for Ohio State.’ State Sen. Eugene J. 
Watts, a faculty member, said: ‘‘The 
whole thing was handled messily. It just 
doesn't look like we have our priorities 
straight.” 

Even the media, which had sparred 
with Bruce often enough, came to his 
defense. The Cleveland Plain Dealer 
termed it ‘“‘the darkest day around 
Columbus in a long time,”’ the 
Cincinnati Enquirer called the university 
““graceless.”’ 

Columbus Dispatch columnist 
Dick Fenlon wrote, ‘‘Don’t expect this 
president to show up in the next edition 
of ‘Profiles in Courage.’ ” 

History hasn’t recorded the name of 
the wise man who first said of the 
coaching profession, “‘If you're not 
going to win games, you'd better win 
the people.” 

Enter John Cooper with a five-year 
contract at a base salary of $98,000 but 
with radio and television perks boosting 
it to a guaranteed $338,000 annually. 


If the public can’t relate to those 
numbers, John Cooper can relate to the 
public, a coaching requirement which 
wasn’t necessary in Woody Hayes’ era. 
In 1986, his second season at Arizona 
State, Cooper led the Sun Devils to the 
Pac 10 championship and a 22-15 Rose 
Bowl victory over...Michigan, 
Hmmmmm. 

Last year, however, Arizona State's 
regular-season record was 6-4-1, just 
like Ohio State’s. 

Before going to Arizona State, where 
he was 25-9-2 in three seasons, Cooper 
was head coach at the University of 
Tulsa for eight years with five straight 
Missouri Valley Conference titles and a 
57-31 record at a school which plays 
third fiddle in its own state. 

Cooper, one of the nation’s most 
respected coaches, arrived in 
Columbus telling the natives what they 
wanted to hear. 

‘I'm a great believer that you're 
better off aiming for the sky and hitting 
an eagle than you are aiming for an 
eagle and hitting the ground,” he said 
at his introductory press conference. 
“Our goal will be to win the national 
championship, the Big Ten champion- 
ship and the Rose Bowl.’’ 

Cooper also knows ‘‘there are two 
kinds of football coaches—those who 
have been fired and those who are 
going to get fired. I’m going to give it 
my best shot and never look back.”’ 

Looking back would mean seeing— 
or not seeing—the lack of blue chip 
prospects in Arizona compared to, say, 
Ohio. Plus, the state of Arizona has little 
regard for special waivers for athletes 
and recently adopted requirements 
such as a 3.0 grade point average, or 
graduation in the top quarter of your 
high school class, or minimum scores 
of 1,050 on the SAT and 23 on the ACT 
college entrance tests. 

“Simply, there are more high school 
football players available here in the 
state of Ohio,’’ Cooper said. ‘‘Re- 
cruiting is the name of the game. I’ve 
found you win with talent, that great 
athletes make me a lot better coach. 

“We will start right here, 
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concentrating first on the Ohio high 
school players, then go anywhere else 
we feel we have to go to get the 25 best 
football players we can to compete in 
the Big Ten Conference. If you can win 
the Big Ten championship, you have a 
good chance of winning the national 
championship. | want to try and win a 
national championship, and, quite 
frankly, I’ve got a better chance to do it 
at Ohio State than Arizona State.” 

For Cooper’s information, however, 
the last Big Ten school to capture 
national honors in the Associated Press 
poll was Ohio State in 1968. Since 
then, each of the six other major 
conferences— including the Atlantic 
Coast and Western Athletic 
Conferences— has produced at least 
one national champion. 

Fran Curci, who was the head coach 
at Kentucky when Cooper was the 
secondary coach (1972-76), says Ohio 
State is getting a different type of 
personality than the volatile Hayes, who 
shut out the media, and Bruce, who 
was known as “‘Little Woody”’ and also 


Three of the most respected football

had his problems with newsmen. 

“For all of those years, Ohio State 
had Woody and Earle,”’ Curci says. ‘‘It 
was kind of a sourpuss-type thing. John 
is a very effervescent, refreshing guy. 
Strange as it sounds, he’s a defensive 
coach whose strength is offense— 
wide-open offense. But his biggest 
strength will be in recruiting. | think 
they'll love him for that.”’ 

It’s called charisma. Although much 
of the national media found Bruce to be 
open, charming and as good an ole boy 
as they come, to Ohio State fans, Bruce 
didn’t have that certain spark. 

“To be honest with you, | do very little 
coaching,’ Cooper says. ‘‘! coach 
coaches. | spend more time with the 
press and public relations than | 
do coaching.”’ 

Cooper also has a list of his Ten 
Commandments in football: 

1. The team that makes the fewest 
mistakes wins the game. 

2. Play for and make the breaks. 
When one comes your way—score. 

3. If at first the game or breaks go 


against you, don’t slow down—put on 
more steam. 

4. Press the kicking game for it is 
here the breaks are made. 

5. Linemen protect your passer and 
kicker, rush their passer and kicker. 
Backs protect your passer and kicker. 

6. Be mentally alert at all times— 
leave nothing to chance. 

7. Be determined to carry out your 
assignment. 

8. Oskie (i.¢., intercept), pursue and 
cover relentlessly—here is the winning 
edge. 

9. Carry the fight to the opponents 
and keep it there all afternoon. Hit hard 
and hit fast. 

10. Win the surest way. 

At his initial press conference, 
Cooper was asked if he would be 
satisfied with a 9-3 record. 

‘‘If 9-3 is as good as we can be, so be 
it,” he said. 

“| wish him good luck,”’ Bruce said. 
“And get going and win all your games 
because that’s the best way to please all - 
the people.”’L)

ast year, it was the Chinese who 

took exception to the Year of the 

Foot. This time, it may be the 

opposition who takes exception 
to the Foot of the Year, belonging to the 
athletes who are the new breed, bring- 
ing the need of speed to the traditionally 
slow-footed bend of Indiana that 
doesn’t belong to Hoosiers. 

Speed in this case means Rusty 
Setzer, who has run 10.3 100 meters 
on the track and that means ‘‘alka 
setzer,’’ pardon the pun, for 
opponents. Speed Kills is the highway 
warning. Speed Wins is the football 
warning. 

So, heed the warning and hence the 
rankings, with the understanding that 
700 million Chinese, frankly, don’t 
care, even if several million subway 
Irish do care: 

#1 NOTRE DAME Setzer and 
his buddies, like North Carolina sprint 
champ Walter Boyd and others, set the 
tempo for this class which is No. 1ina 
lot of ways. Speed, speed and more 
speed. Yet, it has common touch with 
two Smiths—Rod of Minnesota and 
Tony of Gary—and a Poorman (George) 
from Illinois. It touches the vineyards 
of California (LB Arnold Ale of Carson), 
it is colorful as in Brown (TE Derek, of 
Florida) and as ethnic as Jurkovic (DT 
Minko of Illinois), a McGuire (OL Gene 
of Florida), and an Ismail (WR Ragnib of 
Pennsylvania). It is a balanced group 
that includes a Hall (Justin of Texas) as 
big as dormitory at 6-5 and 280 anda 
Hall (Chris of Florida) recruited as a QB 
but ticketed for DB. It’s a class that has 
alittle bit of everything from every- 
where. Lou Holtz’ reputation as a 
magician allowed him to go ‘‘pooooof”’ 
and show up in Florida to sign premier 
TE Brown, Hall and McGuire who lead 
a group of seven linemen who averaged 
6-5 and 256. Then he showed up in 
Georgia to sign DL Bernard Mannelly 
and Kenny Spears, who became his 
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state’s first 2,000-yard rusher in 

the regular season. He also landed in 
Pennsylvania, Texas, California, 
Minnesota, New Jersey, Michigan, 
North Carolina and Oklahoma, which 
means landing rights may not be 
allowed next fall. 

#2 UCLA Another coast-to-coast 
class—Kaleaph Carter of Huntington 
Beach, Calif. (6-2, 220), to Kerry Ferrell 
(5-10, 175, DB) of Piscataway, N.J.— 
with plenty of stops in between. The 
most impressive whistle stops include 
Ponca City, Okla., Spring, Texas and 
Huntsville, Texas, home of LB Meech 
Shaw (6-3, 215), RB Kevin Williams 
(6-2, 190) and WR Fred Gilbert (5-9, 
170). Then, there’s more upscale 
Opportunity coming to Westwood—like 
Beverly Hills Cop Willie Crawford (6-0, 
200, DB), an Axel Foley-type defender 
from posh BHHS; or like El Toro pilot 
Brett Johnson, who bombed high 
school opponents for over 4,000 career 
passing yards, 

#3 TEXAS While the Bruins (above) 
were celebrating the Cowboys who 
rode west, the Longhorns were cheer- 
ing all the beef that stayed home. Call 
them the Tall Horns, eight new faces 
standing 6-5 or taller. Such as a 
quarterback, of all things, standing 6-7 
and weighing 235. Nine new linemen 
bring a combined beef count of 2240 
pounds, a ton of beef. Not even Clara 
Peller would ask where this beefs. Only 
ones beefing are Southwest Confer- 
ence foes, who lost QB Jason Burleson, 
and linemen Sam Adams (6-6, 280, 
Baytown Sterling), Bruce Bass (6-6, 
270, Euless Trinity), Jeff Boyd (6-5, 
275, Fort Worth Western Hills), Todd 
Hunt (6-4, 260, Richardson Pearce), 
Tommy Jeter (6-6, 240, Deer Park), 
Alan Luther (6-4, 250, Houston 
Kinkaid), Turk McDonald (6-5, 250, 
DeSoto), Paul Moriarty (6-6, 270, 
Conroe) and James Patton (6-5, 245, 
Clear Creek). 


#4 FLORIDA STATE Whatever 
beef Texas didn’t get, Florida State did. 
The Seminoles signed a class of 
linemen they believe equal to the class 
of skilled folks signed in the Sammie 
Smith, Deion Sanders group. Bobby 
Bowden is licking his chops over the 
sides of beef coming to Tallahassee. 
First the offensive sides—Jason 
Dillaberry (6-6, 280, Orange Park), 
Kevin Mancini (6-4, 260, Brandon); 
Robbie Baker (6-5, 235, Fort Myers), 
Tyrone Barber (6-3, 270, Thomasville, 
Ga.), Eric Gibbs (6-6, 320, Atlanta, Ga. 
Lovett)—and the defensive sides— 
Oliver Strickland (6-4, 295, West 
Philadelphia), Deondri Clark (6-3, 255, 
West Orange), Troy Sanders (6-4, 260, 
Elba, Ala.) and Brad Lundstrom (6-5, 
225, Naples Lely). The ’Noles needs 
were beef, more beef, backers and 
backs. They got all three. Best of the 
backers are Ed Clark (6-4, 210, 
Melbourne), who also is his senior class 
president, and Dave Stallworth (6-3, 
235, Robertsdale, Ala.) who is a 
student body officer at his school. 
Officers and gentlemen—off the field. 
Best of the backs were Tommy Henry 
(6-0, 175, Arcadia DeSoto), Leon 
Fowler (6-3, 182, Fort Myers), and 
Bryce Abbott (6-2, 195, Tifton, Ga., Tift 
Co.), all three who were picked to play 
in the Florida-Georgia All-Star game. 
Just for good measure, the ‘Noles 
signed QB Charlie Ward, who accounted 
for 2,400 yards of offense and is con- 
sidered the most talented peach of aQB 
in a decade. 

#5 PENN STATE A most unusual 
class with a Bunch (Donnie) of 
outstanding faces from different 
places. Offensively, this could be The 
Sacca Attack, built around touted Tom 
Sacca (6-5, 220, Delran, N.J.), but 
Sacca’s size, savvy, spirit and strength 
already have voices whispering in 
Happy Valley those two letters (LB) that 
equate to A-A (All-American). LB, of 
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course, is for linebacker. Sacca also is 
an outstanding defender as well as QB. 
In Matt Nardulillo (6-2, 190, Randolph, 
N.J.), the Lions have another top OB 
prospect. New Jersey is the strength of 
this class with Bunch (5-10, 175, 
WR/DB, Camden, N.J.) and linemen 
Anthony Matesic (6-2, 260, Oradell, 
N.J.), Anthony Grego (6-5, 250, 
Bergenfield, N.J.) and Todd Burger 
(6-3, 250, Clark, N.J.) and speedsters 
Mark Graham (5-8, 165, WR, Clifton, 
N.J.) and Rich Rosa (6-2, 185, DB, 
Hammonton, N.J.). The Lions went to 
Ohio, South Carolina and New York to 
complement the home-growns and 
again lived up to their reputation as 
Linebacker U. by attracting Ivory 
Geathers (6-2, 215, Johns Island, S.C.), 
Ron Fields (6-2, 228, Bronx, N.Y. 
Stevenson), Eric Renkey (6-3, 245, 
Pittsburgh North Hills), Rick Sayles 
(6-6, 215, McKeesport, Pa.) and others. 
Don't forget about John Gerak (6-5, 
235, Youngstown, Ohio), Ohio’s top 
defensive lineman. 

#6 PITTSBURGH This is a regal class 
of athletes, led by a Baron from the 
Bayous—late-signing Baron Jackson 
(6-2, 190, Baton Rouge, La. Southern 
Lab) will bring his gifted hands, record 
62 career pass interceptions and 
penchant for surprise to the big city. 
The Baron is the pride of the Panthers, 
but epitomizes a grand group of 
athletes from New Jersey, Florida, 
Virginia, Ohio, Michigan and Texas. 
Biggest names are running back Curvin 
Richards (5-10, 190, LaPorte, Texas), 
linebacker Mike Chalenski (6-3, 240, 
Kenilworth, N.J.), lineman Chris Sestilli 
(6-3, 250, Lakewood, Ohio, St. 
Edwards); lineman Calvert Jones (6-5, 
270, Lynchburg, Va., Glass) receiver 
Chris Buoyer (6-2, 185, Detroit, Mich.). 
And then there’s the home-growns: 
Curtis Bray (6-4, 220, Monroeville 
Gateway); Tony DeLazio (6-4, 250, OL, 
Whitehall), and Mike Livorio (6-5, 250, 
Gateway). A Baron from the Bayous, a 
Bray from the tough WPIAL, an 
unheralded but talented Deveaux (Glen, 
RB, Rockledge), and Abinet (Sean, DE, 
Fort Lauderdale) from the non-French- 
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speaking portion of Dixie called 
Florida— that’s Spanish for flower. 

#7 SYRACUSE No Bull, this is 
Syracuse’s finest class in memory, a 
direct result of an undefeated season. 
And the Bull belongs to lineman Chuck 
Bull (6-4, 245, Westfield, Mass.). This 
is a far-reaching troupe that includes 
Florida’s finest QB (Wendal Lowrey, 
6-2, 185, Fort Lauderdale), Michigan’s 
top receiver (Antonio Johnson, 5-10, 
175, Detroit Pershing), New York's 
most coveted lineman (George Rooks, 
6-4, 265, White Plains), and Maryland’s 
most talked about lineman (Garland 
Hawkins, 6-4, 235, Hyattsville 
DeMatha). Lowrey broke all Broward 
passing records with 3,500 yards and 
27 TDs in two years. 

#8 TENNESSEE This class is 
so big, a dormitory could be named 
after it, like Randy Hall (6-4, 265, 
Knoxville Halls). No kidding, the Vols 
did sign seven linemen over 260 
pounds, including Hall and Larry Smith 
of Milan (6-3, 301). Believe me, there 
are no slim Pickens in this group with a 
great receiver like Carl Pickens (6-3, 
185, Murphy, N.C.) who sometimes 
sounds unbelievable. He also high 
jumps 7-foot-1. The Vols also went 
across state lines to spin another Webb 
to their offense, Chuck Webb (6-0, 195, 
Toledo, Ohio), who rushed for 2,000 
yards as a senior. Then, there are the 
good ole boys from down under (not 
Australia) who joined the program, 
linebackers like Keith Steed of a place 
called Powder Springs, Ga., and 
Shazzon Bradley (6-2, 235) of Athens, 
Tenn., and Chuck Smith (6-2, 218) from 
Athens, Ga. Then there are two players 
from Germantown, Tenn., a place 
where more football than German is 
spoken. The players— 265-pound 
tackle Robert Todd and 185-pound 
defensive back David Bennett—both 
earned All-Southern honors. 

#9 AUBURN Pat tie-dyed the 
rest of Dixie when he kicked the field 
goal heard around Northern New Yorkin 
the Sugar Bowl and then went out and 
signed some of the South’s best 
football players whether they had made 


Prop 48 or not. Whether you would like 
to tie into Dye or not, you have to admit 
he won the battle of Alabama by signing 
the King of Dixie (6-4, 270, OL, Ed King, 
Phenix City, Ala.), winning the Battle of 
Huntsville (6-2, 255, DL, David Battle, 
Huntsville, Ala.), and having the luck of 
the Irish to get a Casey (Herbert Casey, 
6-0, 170, QB/DB, Foley, Ala.) and a 
Shea (Richard Shea, 6-4, 245, 
Birmingham). Then the Tigers sneaked 
into Florida to hog tie Tim Cromartie 
(6-2, 265, DL, Tallahassee Godby), 
Vince Powell (5-10, 175, Fort 
Lauderdale, 10.5 100 meters), and 
Travis Galloway (6-1, 240, C, Lakeland) 
and into Georgia to direct traffic 
westward with DB Corey Barlow (5-11, 
175, Atlanta Fulton), and RB Henry 
Love (6-2, 220, Lithia Springs), and it 
was a Lewis minus Clark expedition that 
carried Dye into Gallatin, Tenn. to get 
QB Corey Lewis (6-2, 190), whose dad 
used to play for the Tigers. 

#10 CLEMSON This is a class 
as easy to explain as one-two-three. 
One Chester without a limp, two dormi- 
tories and three QBs. Chester is Chester 
McGlockton (6-5, 265, DL, Whiteville, 
N.C.). The dormitories are named Les 
Hall and Junior Hall. Les (6-8, 280, 
Columbus, S.C., Spring Valley) is as big 
as a dorm building. Junior (6-2, 210, 
Gastonia, N.C.), like a freshman dorm, / 
can draw a crowd when carrying the 
ball. The QBs are New England's finest, 
Rico Brogna (6-2, 195, Waterbury, Ct.), 
Louisiana’s finest, Michael Carr (6-0, 
180, Amite, La.) and JUCO's finest, 
Rodney Fletcher (6-0, 185, Barnesville, 
Ga., Taft CC). Other Paws headliners 
include linemen Al Richard (6-4, 238, 
Clinton, S.C.), DB Tyrone Mouzon (6-2, 
215, Dunedin, Fla.) and LB Wayne 
Simmons (6-3, 220, Hilton Head, S.C.), 
DL Gary Downing (6-4, 245, Phila- 
delphia, Pa.), DB Dexter Davis (5-11, 
180, Sumter,S.C.) and KS Chris 
Gardocki (6-2, 185, Redan, Ga.). 
Brogna passed for 2,190 yards and 
kicked 91 consecutive PATs and field 
goals of 54, 53 and 52 yards. Carr 
averaged 7.4 yards every time he ran 
the ball.

fans of the game, fae that 

there is a very real pecking 

order when it comes to foot- 
ball programs. Moreover, a great deal 
can be told about a team’s strength 
simply by its school’s name. A real 
knowledge of this can be a great help 
when it comes to analyzing another 
team’s schedule or helping to make out 
your own. Let’s take an inside look at a 
shorthand way to tell how strong 
someone’s schedule really is. 

At the bottom of the pile are the 
““hyphens.”’ Teams with a hyphen in 
their names are the weaklings of college 
football. However, they are in great 
demand as homecoming opponents. 
The Cal-State Fullertons and Tennessee- 
Martins find themselves passed around 
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“in 1 October like used napkins at a bar- 
becue. “‘Hey, Fred, we finished with the 
Titans and are sending ’em on over. 
Now remember, George needs them in 
two weeks over at ‘state’ so don’t mess 
‘em up too bad.”’ UNC-Charlotte had to 
install an 800 number to explain to all 
the schools wanting them for home- 
coming opponents that they don’t even 
play football. The tape then gives the 
phone number for Nevada-Reno. 

The burden of being stuck with a 
hyphen has gotten so bad that some 
schools have even changed their 
names. Texas-El Paso and Nevada-Las 
Vegas are now trying to avoid the stigma 
by passing themselves off as UTEP and 
UNLV—which instead makes them 
sound like radio stations. 

The next rung up is a tie between 
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“people” schools and ‘‘direction’’ 
schools. A coach just knows the alumni 
are going to be happy when he sees 
Eastern Michigan, Central Michigan, 
Western Carolina, East Carolina, 
Northern Illinois and North Texas State 
on his schedule. ‘‘Directions’ have 
become so popular that most of the 
basic ones are now taken and new 
schools have to get more specific. We 
are now down to the Southwest Missouri 
States and Northeast Louisianas. 
Some teams have become so 
enamored of ‘‘directions’’ that this is all 
they call themselves. Thus, we have 
Northwestern. This school is not north- 
west of anything in particular, except 
maybe the Southeastern Conference. 
But the “‘direction”’ craze is now 
rampant, and another school has 
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adopted Northeastern. We suggest that 
Northwestern should play Northeastern 
for the Golden Compass trophy. 

The state which gets really particular 
about its directions is Louisiana which 
has the University of Northeast, North- 
western, and Southwestern Louisiana. 
In Louisiana maybe they need more help 
to find their schools. 

Our award for the worst conference 
name has to go to the one which contains 
both a hyphen and a direction. With 
advertising like this can it be any wonder 
that Mid-American Conference schools 
are so relished as opponents. 

On equal footing with the ‘‘directions’’ 
are ‘‘people”’ schools. Your won-lost 
record can get well in a hurry with healthy 
doses of Austin Peay, James Madison, 
Lamar, and Lafayette. And you are really 
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in fat city if you find one with two names, 
especially if one is a girl’s, like William 
and Mary. However, we are not sure 
about Furman. It sounds suspiciously 
like something you spray for. 

La Salle is another special case. We 
simply have no idea what a “‘Salle’’ is. 
But we do know that usually when you 
play La Salle, you ‘‘la win.” 

Climbing further up the ladder of re- 
spectability we come to schools that were 
late arrivals and all the neat state names 
were taken. They had to settle for 
“‘cities.”’ This tier contains the perfect 
homecoming opponent; good enough to 
have a name, but not good enough to 
beat you. Some examples are Louisville, 
Toledo, Tulsa, Cincinnati, and Houston. 
Miami, however, has done a lot lately to 
mess up this category’s reputation by 


winning too much. Syracuse Is on the 
verge of losing its membership as well. 

Most “‘city’’ schools are content with 
their names, but others have cheated 
and tried to get upgraded by disguising 
themselves as states. The most notori- 
ous example of this is Memphis State. 
This trend has gone totally overboard in 
California (where else?), as Fresno, San 
Diego, San Jose, and Long Beach now 
all masquerade as a “‘state.’’ We are 
concerned that grammar school kids 
will become even more confused in 
geography if this trend continues. In 
Ohio, even Youngstown now calls itself 
a ‘‘state.’’ Where will it end? 

Some poor schools couldn’t even find 
a city to adopt and had to resort to 
objects. Some head coach undoubtedly

coach, Enright had been taught a lesson 
by Howard but the spell was finally 
broken in 1941. An overflow crowd 
Spilled into the stadium for Big 
Thursday, sensing a change in the air. 
They were right. Enright engineered an 
18-14 upset of Clemson that turned 
USC loose. 

So big was the victory, the school 
president cancelled classes the next day 
in celebration and the fans awarded 
Enright a new car. 

The Gamecocks got in Clemson's 
way again in 1950 when the Tigers 
came strutting into Big Thursday with a 


3-0 record. The Tigers hadn't allowed a. 


point all season and had outscored their 
opponents 117-0. But a 14-14 tie 
marred the Clemson record, though not 
enough to keep the Tigers from earning 
a trip to the Orange Bowl. A year later, 
South Carolina posted a 21-0 victory 
over Clemson that left the Tiger fans 
distraught. At dinner after the game, 
Howard was poking through his food 
when a Clemson fan walked by to offer 
his encouragement. 

The disappointed fan counseled 
Howard that ‘‘in defeat you gain 
strength.’’ Howard, without missing a 
beat, growled, ‘‘Well, meet the strong- 
est man in South Carolina because | just 
got the hell beat out of me.”’ 

One of the most exciting Clemson- 
USC games was played before a 
regional television audience in 1977 in 
Williams-Brice Stadium. The Gator 
Bowl-bound Tigers, led by Steve Fuller 
and Dwight Clark, found themselves 
trailing the Gamecocks 27-24 with just 
99 seconds remaining. 

But Fuller, the ACC player of the year, 
coolly marched Clemson downfield 
through a chilly breeze, hitting Clark 
with an 18-yard pass to the USC 20 then 
throwing the winner on the next play to 
Jerry Butler who made a twisting, diving 
catch as he fell into the end zone in the 
final seconds to give the Tigers a 31-27 
victory. The photo of Butler, fully 
extended and falling backward as he 
makes the winning catch, still holds a 
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special place in the hearts of Clemson 
fans. 

Nothing, however, is as special to 
Clemson as the 1981 season when the 
Tigers won their national champion- 
ship. Undefeated through 10 regular 
season games, Clemson entered the 
USC game as one of the two remaining 
unbeaten teams in the country. 

Playing in Columbia, the Tigers 
started slowly but a blocked punt for a 
touchdown by Rod McSwain broke the 
Tigers out of their slumber. Shortly 
thereafter, brother Chuck McSwain got 
the Clemson ground game working, 
running for 157 yards, and Clemson 
earned a 29-13 win to set up its national 
championship showdown with Nebras- 
ka in the Orange Bowl. 

The heroics belonged to South 
Carolina in 1984 when second-year 
coach Joe Morrison created his “‘fire 
ants and black magic’’ Gamecocks. 
After winning their first nine games then 
losing at Navy the previous week, the 
Gamecocks had to finish the regular 
season at Clemson’s Death Valley. 

The Tigers, itching to further spoil the 
USC season, were given a gag order by 
coach Danny Ford the week of the 
game. When it came time to play, the 
Tigers broke out their legendary orange 
pants, which they had never worn in a 
defeat. That changed on this day. 

The Tigers led South Carolina 21-15 
with 3:07 remaining and the Gamecocks 
86 yards from a touchdown. But late- 
game magic had been the byword of 
USC quarterback Mike Hold and it 
happened again. With time ticking 
away, Hold moved the Gamecocks 
through the heart of the Clemson de- 
fense, keeping the ball on the ground for 
all but one play. 

With 54 seconds remaining, Hold 
punched it over from one yard out and 
Scott Hagler’s extra point rescued USC 
as the Gamecocks ended Clemson's 
winning streak in orange pants. 

Last season, the Tigers and 
Gamecocks were both ranked among 
the top 15 teams in the country, the first 
time that had ever happened. USC was 
headed for the Gator Bowl and Clemson 


had a date at the Citrus Bowl. What 
mattered, though, was the war within 
the state. 

The game dominated the state’s 
attention in the week leading up to the 
showdown, and by the time kickoff 
arrived, the fever had reached 
new heights. 

This one belonged to South Carolina, 
which used its wide-open blitzing de- 
fense to torment the Tigers. Clemson’s 
Offense fell apart, and when Brad 
Edwards picked off a Rodney Williams 
pass and returned it for a touchdown in 
the fourth quarter, the damage was 
done and USC was on its way to a 20-7 
victory that further established the 
Gamecock program. 

While the rivalry has become national 
in scope, many of the old traditions 
remain. Each year there are pep rallies 
at each school, and South Carolina 
annually holds a ‘‘Tiger Burn’’ the week 
of the game. 

The prestige both programs are 
enjoying has made the stakes even 
higher. ‘‘It means more to Clemson or 
South Carolina than a bowl game and 
the national rankings,”’ said former 
USC offensive coordinator Frank Sadler. 

Ford, who grew up in the middle of 
the Alabama-Auburn rivalry, has been 
at the center of the Clemson-USC fire 
for a decade now. ‘‘They don’t get 
bigger than this one,”’ he said. “‘It’s 
gotten to be a thing people are so 
concerned with. You listen to the radio 
show and you hear people from one 
side saying their school isn't treated 
fairly and people from the other side say 
their school isn’t treated fairly. It goes 
all the way through recruiting. People 
argue over who signed the better guys. 
They'll say that guarantees them 
to win.” 

There are no guarantees when 
Clemson and South Carolina tangle. It 
has become a game unto itself, a 
spectacle that captures the state and 
dominates the attention of thousands. 

Butit is no longer a backyard battle in 
its own little world. Now everyone 
notices and just about everyone 
cares.L]

the extent that we’ve had it thus far,”’ 
Holtz says. “We will need some 
freshmen help. It could be at a variety of 
places, but we need help in the 
secondary.” 

The strong recruiting should provide 
some depth the Irish haven't had in 
recent years. That was evident last year 
when ND’s murderous schedule wore 
down the Irish in the late season, con- 
tributing to their 0-3 finish. “‘I think the 
biggest thing about our schedule was 
that it was such a physical schedule,’ 
Holtz says. ‘“Without the necessary 
depth that you need at every position, 
Our practices weren’t productive 
enough. Once we got into the middle of 
the season and started getting banged 
up, we never really got better. | think 
we'll be better prepared to handle that 
now.” 

Not that Notre Dame’s schedule is any 
piece of cake in ’88. 

It may be a tad easier, since the Irish 
have replaced Alabama and Boston 
College with Stanford and Rice—and 
they play seven home games for the first 
time in history. 

But the Irish still must face seven bowl 
teams froma year ago, led by defending 
national champion Miami. The others 
are Michigan, Michigan State, Pittsburgh, 
Air Force, Penn State and rival Southern 
California. 

Despite such fierce opposition, Holtz 
makes it clear that he does indeed 
expect to improve on last year’s No. 17 
national ranking (Associated Press)— 
the first time Notre Dame has finished in 
the Top 20 in seven years. 

“My first year, we felt we could win,” 
he says. ‘‘Last year, we reached the 
point where we knew we could win. Now, 
we must reach the point where we 
expect to win.” 

And to do that, Holtz expects 
perfection. 

“Our objective for 1988 is 
perfection,’ he says in the spring media 
guide. ‘‘Anything short of that is 
unsatisfactory.”” 

Especially in South Bend, Indiana.

looked around the practice field one day 
and named his school after the first 
opject he saw. The result was Ball State. 
How innovative. Another coach was 
probably a smoker and came up with 
Kent State. Disgruntled alumni should 
be grateful he didn’t smoke Virginia 
Slims. 

The next step up is the ‘‘state’’ 
schools. These are teams that have very 
good programs but were barely beaten 
out by the highest category. The 
“states’’ suffer from inferiority com- 
plexes and resent, and even deny, their 
secondary place in life. But there can be 
no doubt that the battleships of college 
football are the “‘university ofs.’’ The 
“university ofs’’ were usually the first 
schools in the state, have the most 
money and alumni, and look down their 
patronizing noses at the upstart “states.” 
It grates no end on the ‘‘states’’ that 
most coaches just lust for a “university 
of’ coaching job. 

In states such as Michigan, Oklahoma, 
lowa, Texas, Washington, Alabama, 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Georgia, North 
Carolina, Kentucky, Illinois, and Florida, 
the ‘‘U. of’’ school has traditionally 
reigned supreme. U. of Texas seemingly 
went from the siege of the Alamo to the 
1980s before finally being beaten by 
Texas A&M. Oklahoma State last beat 
its ‘‘U of” rival when oil executives 
actually rode in Cadillacs rather than 
Chevettes. Michigan State beats Michi- 
gan about once between ice ages. 

Some schools have tried innovative 
approaches to avoid the “‘state’’ stigma. 
Some go the ‘‘tech’’ route and try to 
hold themselves above the ‘‘U ofs’’ by 
pointing to their academic programs. 
They say “see, we ‘techs’ aren't sup- 
posed to beat you anyway.’ Then they 
fire their coach for losing. 

Only in Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
Louisiana are the ‘‘state’’ schools tradi- 
tionally on top. But then, most of us 
don’t even know where the “U of’ school 
is in Ohio; the ‘*U of” Penn Quakers do 
field an outstanding croquet team, and 
Louisiana’s other schools, Northeast, 
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Northwestern and Southwestern, seem 
more intent on cornering the ‘‘direc- 
tions’ market than competing with LSU. 

The desire to be a ‘‘U of’ school is so 
strong that one team, finding that all the 
States had been taken, grabbed up an 
entire ocean and now call themselves 
The University of the Pacific. Several 
oriental nations have found this 
somewhat pretentious. 

The fiercest rivalries in football occur 
when ole ‘‘state’’ meets “‘U. of’ in the 
“Big Game.”’ Usually the results are 
foreordained and ‘‘state”’ takes a loss. 
The situation in Florida is typical of most. 

In Florida the ‘‘state’’ team, the FSU 
Seminoles, often have better players 
than its rival, the U. of Florida Gators. 
But this appears to be totally irrelevant 
to the final score. The ‘‘state’’ school 
seems snakebit and must endure such 
things as mysterious rainstorms which 
suddenly appear on game day and offset 
their speed advantage. And to their 
fans’ horror, their own stadium only 
sells ponchos that are a glorious orange, 
the hated color of the rival Gators. The 
‘‘state’’ fans are left to choose between 
wearing an orange poncho or catching 
pneumonia. There are many lost days 
of work afterward. 

And when the ‘‘state’’ school Semi- 
noles looked like they had finally caught 
up by winning four straight from the “‘U 
of’’ Gators, the “‘U of” team parking lot 
allegedly began to look like a Ferrari 
Rally Club. “‘U of’s’’ Gators won six 
straight. The ‘‘state’’ alumni yelled 
“cheat,"’ while the Gator grads just 
smiled and gazed at the orange sunset— 
waiting for the next rainstorm. NCAA 
scholarship sanctions finally helped 
‘state’ to overwhelm the Gators in ‘87. 
But maddeningly to its rival, and like 
Texas, Michigan, Georgia, Oklahoma 
and others of its kind, the ‘‘U of’’ Florida 
school still sniffs disdainfully at ‘‘state.’” 
It knows it always has a 14-point psychic 
advantage, and seldom loses because 
of it. The Seminoles know that with the 
Gators’ scholarship limitations they really 
should have been beating them like a 
drum for the last three years. 

To further agitate its in-state rivals, 


the University of Florida has dropped its 
yearly game with the state’s ‘‘city”’ 
school, Miami. Miami has upset the 
code by becoming unseemingly good, 
say its rivals, by test driving agents’ 
sports cars and becoming Webster's 
new definitions of ‘‘cocky’’ and 
“brash.’’ Being no fools, ‘‘U of’ 
announced it was seeking a more ‘‘na- 
tional schedule.’’ The Gators replaced 
Miami with what is sure to become a top 
national rivalry, Montana State. Look 
out you Irish and Trojans. 

The ‘Canes’ off-the-field wardrobe of 
distinction—gold chains and army 
fatigues—may not get them on the cover 
of GQ, but it does add to their intimidation 
level, rivals insist. 

But in some states the rivalry doesn’t 
generate national interest. In Oregon, 
no one outside the state really cares who 
wins. But we understand some of the 
jeers and taunts between the more irrev- 
erent students of the Fightin’ Ducks and 
Fightin’ Beavers defy description in 
family newspapers. 

We in the South try hard to keep up 
with the action when the mighty Utah 
Utes go head-to-head in their annual 
struggle against Utah State. However, 
this is often on the same week-end as 
the Swine Time Festival in Climax, 
Georgia, and our attention under-: 
standably wanders. 

A hard to classify bunch of schools 
are those that have named themselves 
for miscellaneous items. One, Tulane, 
named itself for a road. It is now con- 
sidering expanding and renaming itself 
“Interstate 10.”’ Another, Bowling 
Green, has named itself after a line of 
sportswear, while a third, Colgate, 
undoubtedly thinks of itself as a dental 
school. But, perhaps the smartestis the 
school which named itself after a religious 
icon, knowing full well that absolutely 
no one can yell ‘Go to Hell, Holy Cross.”” 

It is obvious that to get the ultimate 
homecoming patsy by using oursystem 
some coach need only settle down 
before his phone: *‘Hello, is this the 
Northeastern Tech Tupelo-State A&l 
University Fightin’ Avocados?

ome have watched the three- 

headed monster rise from the 

surf and start devouring 

opposing football teams, and 
they’ve wondered how such a phenom- 
enon could develop overnight. 

Actually, the amazement should be 
that it took so long for the monster to 
take charge and capture the country’s 
attention. 

The monster is college football in the 
state of Florida. The 1987 season ended 
with Miami No. 1 in the nation, with 
Florida State No. 2. And the University 
of Florida has usually been one notch 


higher than these two teams and was in 
the middle of the race for the national 
championship as recently as ’84 and 


The rapidly growing state has more 
than 11 million inhabitants—more than 
three times some of the other Southern 
states—and the year-round sunny 
weather contributes to the development 
of high athletic skills. 

Each year more than 200 Florida high 
school football players are awarded 
NCAA Division 1 scholarships. The 
majority of the country’s major college 
teams sort through that talent pool, but 


the three Florida schools rake in more of 
itthan anyone else. In a couple of recent 
years, Notre Dame and Michigan have 
each used a half-dozen grants in the 
State, but over an extended period of 
time, the state schools get more of the 
best. 

Since 1958, when FSU began 
competing with its older rivals on a 
regular basis, Florida has been the big 
winner, holding a 17-13 margin in head- 
to-head meetings with Miami, a 22-7-1 
edge over FSU. 

During that span, Florida dominated 
the first 20 years, winning the state 
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championship 12 times, to Miami’s 
three and FSU’s one, with four 
titles shared. 

The past decade, it’s been a virtual 
photo finish for the top, with Miami 
winning four state titles, Florida three 
and FSU two. The other year there was a 
three-way tie. 

The three-cornered rivalry has had 
plenty of heated moments, on and off 
the field. FSU, which didn’t become a 
coeducational institution until 1947, 
had to get help from the governor and 
the legislature before Florida would 
agree to schedule the Seminoles 
in football. 
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Playing Florida State was no trip to the beach for the Gators’ Emmitt Smith. 
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From the time FSU Coach Tom 
Nugent was making regular treks over 
to the legislature in the 50s through the 
1987 schedule hassles of Athletic Di- 
rectors Sam Jankovich (Miami) and Bill 
Arnsparger (Florida), clear skies in the 
three-cornered rivalry have been rare. 

It was a while before the other 
schools gave FSU proper respect. The 
late Andy Gustafson, former Miami 
coach, had a battle with alcohol. After 
his Hurricanes lost to FSU for the first 
time in 1958, he sat morosely in his 
living room, looking at the floor. 
Suddenly he banged his fist on the 
coffee table and leaped to his feet.

“By God!”’ he exclaimed. ‘‘If | can 
lose to FSU and not have to have a drink, 
I’ve got the damn thing licked!”’ 

And he did. He never took another 
drink. 

The most heated moments of the 
Florida-Miami series were caused by a 
team’s actions in the last minute of a 
game—by Florida in 1971, by Miami 
in 1980. 

In’71 Florida quarterback John 
Reaves, playing his final game, had a 
shot at the NCAA career passing 
yardage record. As the clock wound 
down, the underdog Gators had.a sur- 
prising 45-9 lead, but Reaves was a few 
yards short of the record, and Miami 
seemed to be killing the remaining time 
with running plays. 

The Gator defensive players 
persuaded Coach Doug Dickey to let 
them give Miami a quick touchdown, so 
Reaves would get his shot at the record. 
But Dickey didn’t want them to allow the 
touchdown in the manner they did. 

Ten of the 11 players did a belly flop 
on the ground (safety John Clifford of 
Coral Gables, UM’s home town, settled 
for a standing position). Miami scored 
on the play and Reaves broke the passing 
record with seconds left. Florida had a 
45-16 victory, and Miami Coach Fran 
Curci had something to scream about, 
perhaps obscuring the fact that his 
favored team had been crushed by the 
hated Gators. . 

Curci vowed revenge, but actually the 
“Gator Flop’ was the first in the series’ 
longest winning streak—seven straight 
Gator victories. 

In 1980 everyone expected a 
donnybrook of a Gator-Hurricane con- 
test. The teams were in their second 
seasons under Charley Pell and Howard 
Schnellenberger, respectively, and 
each was destined for a bowl victory. 

That day at Florida Field in Gainesville, 
however, Miami battered the Gators 
31-7, and Schnellenberger ordered a 
short, rub-it-in field goal on the game’s 
final play. 

He explained later that the field 
goal was a payback for Florida students 
throwing ice at his players and coaches. 
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Pell vowed revenge, but that had 
about the same result as Curci’s vow 
after the “‘Gator Flop.’’ The next year in 
Miami, Florida lost on a last minute field 
goal, 21-20. 

All of the three programs have peaked 
in the last five years. In the final Pell- 
Schnellenberger meeting (1983), Flor- 
ida won the game 28-3...and Miami 
finished the season as national 
champion, beating No. 1 Nebraska in 
the Orange Bowl 31-30. 

In’84 the script was almost reversed. 
Miami beat the Gators in the last minute 
32-20, but that was the only UF loss 
en route to a New York Times national 
championship and a No. 3 finish in the 
Associated Press poll. 

In 85 Florida beat Miami in the 
opener 35-23 (the last regular season 
game the Hurricanes lost, the string of 
wins having now reached 32). The 
Gators finished 9-1-1 and No. 5 in the 
nation. The Hurricanes had a shot at the 
national title until losing to Tennessee in 
the Sugar Bowl, 35-7, in a shocking 
upset. 

In ’86 the 11-0 Hurricanes lost the 
national title in a 14-10 Fiesta Bowl 
upset at the hands of Penn State. Then 
came the state’s one-two national finish 
in’87, the first time two teams from the 
same state have ever finished one-two. 
Miami’s 26-25 come-from-behind 
victory over the Seminoles in Talla- 
hassee was the sole difference in the 
two teams. In the bowls, Miami beat 
Oklahoma in the Orange 20-14 and FSU 
knocked off Nebraska in the 
Fiesta 31-28. 

Florida is the state’s traditional team. 
The Gators made their first big splash 
under Charlie Bachman back in 1928 
before Miami fielded a team, before 
FSU even existed. That UF edition was 
8-1, led the nation with 336 points 
scored and missed a trip to the Rose 
Bowl by the margin of a 13-12 loss to 
Tennessee. 

However, Florida had more losing 
teams than winning ones until Bob 
Woodruff developed some consistency 
in the mid-50s. Over the 32 seasons 
starting with 56, the Gators have had 
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just four losing seasons. 

Ray Graves was Florida’s winningest 
coach (’60s), Doug Dickey had some 
moments in the ’70s and Charley Pell 
built the powerhouse that began crush- 
ing teams in the ’80s, but along the way, 
Pell ran afoul of NCAA regulations and 
was fired after three games in ’84. 

Galen Hall finished that season 8-0 
and was 9-1-1 in 85 but has had trouble 
since (6-5 in ’86 and 6-6 in ’87). 
However, Hall was hurt some by NCAA 
scholarship limitations, plus torrid 
competition by the best programs ever 
at Miami, FSU, Georgia and Auburn. 
Jack Harding, Andy Gustafson and 
Charlie Tate developed strong teams at 
Miami in years gone by, but the well ran 
dry after Tate’s 1967 Bluebonnet Bowl 
team. It was 13 years and six coaches 
later before the Hurricanes went bowl- 
ing again—under Schnellenberger 
in ’80. 

The latter took over in ’79 when some 
were wondering if Miami was going to 
be able to continue in the college 
football business. Where Miami had 
turned out squads including as few as 
three in-state products, Schnellen- 
berger had his staff search out a lot of 
previously unmined talent from the 
superb South Florida high school 
programs. 

By ’83 he had won Miami a national 
championship. Five months later he 
resigned to coach Orlando in the United 
States Football League. When that 
franchise didn’t get off the ground, 
Howard accepted the coaching job at 
the University of Louisville. 

Players recruited by Schnellenberger 
made up the majority of Jimmy 
Johnson’s national championship 
starting lineup in ’87. That’s how solid 
Howard’s program had been built. 

Don Veller, Tom Nugent and Bill 
Peterson each guided FSU to a higher 
plateau in the football pecking order, but 
things had hit rock bottom when Bobby 
Bowden arrived in ’76. The three pre- 
vious seasons the Seminoles had been 
0-11, 1-10 and 3-8. 

Bowden immediately installed a 
wide-open offense and had FSU both in 


the win column against Florida and into 
a bowl game by the second year. His 
fourth and fifth seasons the Seminoles 
were in the Orange Bowl, and they’ve 
been in bowl games in each of the past 
six years. Over the years Florida has 
done better than 90 percent of its re- 
Cruiting in the state, while FSU has 
concentrated on Florida and South 
Georgia products, with Miami getting a 
great amount of its talent from the 
Northern states. 

In the last few years, however, Miami 
has begun getting most of its material 
in-state, while this year Florida went 
outside the state boundary like never 
before, signing six highly-touted out-of- 
state players. 

Florida dropped Miami as a regular 
opponent after the ’87 meeting. The 
two are expected to meet about half the 
time over the next decade or so. The 
Southeastern Conference has in- 
creased its league schedule to seven 
games each year, and the Gators were 
overscheduled, with seven league 
games and two state rivals sitting 
menacingly on the slate each year. 

It would be a mistake to get the idea 
that the Gators’ star is on a permanent 
downward journey. While their domi- 
nation of the state isn’t what it once 
was, they’ve split their last six meetings 
with Miami and have won six of their last 
seven jousts with FSU. 

But the talent in the state is so great, 
it’s doubtful if any team will again 
dominate the others year in and year 
out. 

Bowden says the state championship 
is a sufficient goal for all three of the 
teams. 

“If you can win the state,” he said, 
“the rest will take care of itself. Win the 
state, and you can figure you'll be high 
in the race for the national 
championship.” 

Bowden knows what he’s talking 
about. As strong as his Seminoles have 
been in recent years (including that No. 
2 finish in the nation in ’87), they 
haven’t won the state title outright in 
any of the past eight seasons, sharing 
the top spot just once.C 
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IRISH EYES SHOULD SMILE IN ’88

s there life after Tim Brown? 

That is what Notre Dame coach 
Lou Holtz and the Fighting Irish 
will find out this season. 

“How do you replace a Tim Brown?” 
asks Holtz, beginning his third season at 
Notre Dame. ‘‘! would rather not find out 
what it’s like without Tim Brown.’’ 

But the stark reality is that the 
Heisman Trophy winner has, indeed, 
used up his eligibility. 

A look at the numbers quickly reveal 
how difficult it will be to replace Brown, 
who was a triple threat as a receiver, 
punt returner and kickoff returner. 

He finished his career as Notre 
Dame's all-time leading receiver and in 
1987 he caught 39 passes for 846 yards 
(a 21.7 average) and three touchdowns. 

He returned 34 punts for 401 yards 
(an 11.8 average) and three more TDs. 
He also returned 23 kickoffs for 456 
yards (a 19.8 average). 

‘| think Tim Brown was in a class by 
himself,’ Holtz says. ‘“You just ask 
other people to pick up the slack, but you 
can’t replace Timmy.” 

No wonder there’s a dark cloud 
hovering over the Golden Dome. 

But there’s also plenty of sunshine. 

Although Holtz insists he doesn’t 
have a timetable to complete his revival 
of the Irish, it appears that they are 
indeed on schedule. 

“| mean, our second year we went to 
a January 1 bowl game, so I’d say uur 
progress has been good, but we’re not 
where we want to be, by any stretch of 
the imagination, ”’ he says. ‘‘ljustlookto 
say, ‘Are we going to be better?’ We’r> 
going to be very young but | think we 
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have a chance to be improved this 
year.” 

After going 5-6 in his first season, 
Holtz saw the Irish, against arguably the 
toughest schedule in the country, 
improve to 8-4 in 1987 and receive a bid 
to the Cotton Bowl—Notre Dame’s first 
visit to a New Year’s Day bowl since the 
1981 Sugar Bowl. 

Losses in Notre Dame’s final three 


© 
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games last season—21-20 to Penn 
State, 24-0 to Miami and 35-10 to Texas 
A&M in the Cotton Bowl—put some- 
what of a damper on the Irish’s 
improvement, but Holtz doesn’t expect 
any Carry over into this season. 

“Not at all,’ he says. ‘‘None 
whatsoever. | think we got better. | think 
we were an improved football team. | 
thought it was a football team that, 
before the year, | said | thought we would 
be better, but maybe not as talented, as 
the year before. 

“And | think that probably turned out 
to be accurate, as a football team that 
finished in the Top 20 but did not finish in 
the Top 10. But we played some very fine 
football games. We had a game or two 
where we didn’t play as well as what we 


were capable of playing, but overall | 
thought we made progress in the right 
direction and showed improvement 
over the preceding year.”’ 

If the Irish are to continue their 
improvement, they'll have to overcome 
a secondary filled with holes, a rebuilt 
Offensive line, a quarterback with a 
questionable arm and, of course, the 
loss of Brown. 

It appears that sophomore Ricky 
Watters will be the guy asked to try to fill 
Brown’s shoes. 

Watters is being switched from 
tailback, where he was Notre Dame’s 
second-leading ground gainer last 
season with 373 yards in 69 carries. He 
also caught six passes for 70 yards a 
year ago. 

Holtz also took a look at tailback Mark 
Green as a receiver in the spring. Green, 
a senior who has been the Irish’s top 
rusher the past two seasons, caught 25 
passes for 242 yards as a sophomore 
and had 13 receptions for 98 yards last 
year. 

‘‘Who’s going to be the flanker?”’ 
Holtz asks. ‘‘Is it going to be Mark Green 
Or is it going to be Ricky Watters? We 
have vascillated back and forth. Right 
now it’s Ricky Watters. 

“| think, pretty much, in my mind, 
that’s the way it’s going to be. | think 
they’re both very talented. Ifit was Mark 
Green (at flanker), we’d have to replace 
Mark Green next year.”’ 

That’s because Green is a senior. 

So it looks like Green will remain at 
tailback, where he has gained more than 
1,200 yards the past two seasons, 
including 861 last year. 


Holtz liked the looks of split ends 
Steve Alaniz, a senior, and sophomores 
Bobby Carpenter—a converted QB—and 
Pierre Martin, but the fact remains that 
none of the three caught a pass in ’87. 

With a new receiving corps, the 
passing game, which averaged only 
eight completions a game a year ago, 
will have to be rebuilt, starting with the 
quarterback. 

Departed Terry Andrysiak opened last 
season as the Irish QB, played the first 
four games but missed the next seven 
games with a broken collarbone before 
returning for the Cotton Bowl. 

Replacing Andrysiak was junior Tony 
Rice, who completed only 42.7 percent 
of his passes (35 for 82) for 663 yards, 
one TD and four interceptions. 

Rice will be challenged this year by 
sophomore Kent Graham who, in limited 
duty as a freshman last season, com- 
pleted 66.7 percent of his passes (16 for 
24). He also had one TD and four 
interceptions. 

Rice is a quick-footed, option-style 
QB, whose seven rushing TDs last year 
were the most by an Irish quarterback 
since Terry Hanratty also crossed the 
goal line seven times in 1967. 

But Holtz is keeping an eye on Rice’s 
arm, not his feet. 

“We have question marks at 
quarterback, our ability to throw,” Holtz 
says. ‘We have to replace two wide 
receivers, we have to replace an entire 
offensive line. We did not resolve those 
in the spring. 

“Right now our quarterback would be 
Tony Rice. He’s throwing the ball better. 
It’s a question how much he throws it 
better in the fall.” 

In an effort to bolster the offensive 
line, Holtz shuffled the lineup so muchin 
the spring a new roster had to printed up 
almost every day. 

Andy Heck went from tight end to 
tackle, Tim Ryan from linebacker to 
center, Dean Brown from guard to tackle, 
Peter Rausch from defensive tackle to 
offensive tackle, and Ryan Mihalko from 
fullback to guard. ly : 

Heck and Brown could be starters, Mark Green will remain at tailback where he has gained more than 1,200 yards in the past two seasons. 

along with junior guards Jeff Pearson 
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and Tim Grunhard and sophomore 
center Mike Heldt. 

“Grunhard, Brown and Pearson have 
to step forward for us on offense, and 
the same is true of Jeff Alm and Tom 
Gorman on defense,”’ Holtz says. 

The only returning regular in the 
defensive line is Gorman (36 tackles), a 
senior who started nine games at tackle. 

Three juniors—Alm, Bryan Flannery 
and John Foley—also figure strongly, 
although Holtz downplays Foley’s 
impending role because he missed 
spring practice after having shoulder 
surgery at the end of the 87 season. 

The strength of the defense is the 
linebackers, the weakness is the 
secondary. 

A pair of inside linebackers, senior 
Ned Bolcar and fifth-year senior Wes 
Pritchett, a second-team All-American, 
return after leading the team in tackles 
last season with 106 and 70 
respectively. 

Another plus is the return of junior 
Michael Stonebreaker, who may have 
been a starter last year but ran into 
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academic difficulty. 

A pair of fifth-year seniors will be the 
outside backers. Darrell ‘‘Flash’’ 
Gordon had 53 tackles last season and 
Frank Stams had 14. 

‘| feel our linebackers, both inside 
and outside, are pretty good,’’ Holtz 
says. ‘‘They’re very solid. | think our 
defensive line is a question mark, and 
has been. | think we’ve improved there 
but | can’t tell because we have such a 
problem with the offensive line, re- 
placing the entire team from last year. 
But | think we’re slightly improved in the 
defensive line.’’ 

The holes in the Irish secondary are at 
cornerback, where Brandy Wells (50 
tackles) and Marv Spence (team-leading 
three interceptions) must be replaced. 

The leading contenders are junior 
Stan Smagala, who had 35 tackles a 
year ago, senior D’Juan Francisco and 
sophomore Todd Lyght. 

Holtz has two solid senior performers 
at the safeties. Strong safety George 
Streeter is a returning starter who had 
56 tackles and broke up a team-high six 
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passes. Free safety Corny Southall got 
Off to an impressive start in ’87 with 
three interceptions in the first three 
games but then missed four games after 
suffering a knee injury in the fifth game 
against Pittsburgh. 

Replacing punter Vince Phelan (40.9 
average) and place-kicker Ted Gradel (14 
of 18 field goals) will be a problem. Holtz 
says that either sophomore Billy Hackett 
or junior Reggie Ho will be the place- 
kicker and that the punting is ‘‘up in the 
air’’—pun probably intended. 

Watters and Lyght will try to step in for 
Brown as kick returners. 

Holtz and his staff had another 
outstanding recruiting year and are 
bringing to South Bend a freshmen class 
rated the best in the land by most re- 
Cruiting scouting services. 

And many of them may see action 
quickly. 

“Unfortunately, we will have to play 
an awfully lot of freshmen for the third 
consecutive year, but hopefully we 
don’t have this problem in the future to

But the Owls allowed the Horned 
Frogs 451 total yards, including a 
combined 378 on the ground by Tony 
Jeffrey (197) and Tony Darthard. They 
lost 30-16. 

Hollas wound up as the Owls’ third- 
leading tackler for the year with 58 
stops, 42 unassisted. Should he take 
over at quarterback, Hollas’ absence on 
defense would be felt. 

The Owls placed most of their 
emphasis on shoring up the defense 
during the spring. Berndt feels they 
made significant progress. 

‘“We experimented with a lot of 
people over there,”’ he says. 

And a healthier, more experienced 
group of linebackers won’t hurt 
matters. 

Will Hollas, Donald’s older brother 
who was redshirted last year after 
suffering a knee injury, along with 
sophomores 0.J. Brigance, Donald 
Bowers and junior Brad McKay, will slug 
it out at inside linebacker. 

Jeff Hood and Wade Lee, a pair of 
seniors, will man the outside slots. Lee 
was a “‘find’’ last year and progressed 
throughout the season. At 6-1 and 
205-pounds, he is expected to be a 
force this time around. 

The Owls on defense return seven 
Starters, plus eight players who started 
in at least one game. 

Senior co-captain William McClay, 
6-0, 190-pounds, anchors the 
secondary at cornerback and is one of 
three returning starters in the defensive 
backfield. 

On offense the Owls have nine 
returnees who started in 1987, led by 
6-2, 260-pound senior center Courtney 
Hall, a first team All-SWC selection on 
two polls last season. 

He is considered an All-American 
candidate this go-around. Three other 
returning starters join Hall in the line. 

That cast helped the Owls post the 
second-highest total offense yardage in 
school history.

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AN EPIDEMIC OF INJURIES PLAGUE OWLS

onald Hollas has a huge 

problem to tackle. 

Forced into the starting 

lineup in the Rice Owls’ 
secondary, the 6-3, 215-pounder was 
named Newcomer-of-the-Year in the 
Southwest Conference for 1987. 

Itwas an honor he cherished, but one 
he would've traded in a minute to solve 
his dilemma. 

“| just want to play quarterback,”’ 
says Hollas, a redshirt sophomore who 
enters the ’88 season battling senior 
Quentis Roper for the job. 

“Coach (Jerry Berndt) knows it, but | 
haven’t talked to him about it. I’ve told 
some of the assistant coaches. | don’t 
know what he’s (Berndt) going to do, 
but | just want to play quarterback.” 

It was a continuing refrain Hollas 
carried throughout much of last 
season. 

Berndt, who is beginning his third 
season with the Owls after coming from 
Penn, had hoped the problem would’ve 
been solved by the end of spring drills. 

But Roper, who shared duty with 
Mark Comalander two years before 
earning the No. 1 position at the start of 
last season, reinjured his right shoulder 
(throwing arm) early in the spring. 

He underwent arthroscopic surgery 
and missed the final three weeks. 

“Hopefully, we were going to come 
out of the spring with a clear-cut No. 1,”’ 
says Berndt. ‘‘Then Quentis missed the 
last three weeks. 

“He started eight games for us last 
year. He’s a heck of a talent. | owe it to 
him to allow him a chance to compete 
for the job if he can throw the ball.” 
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Ever the competitor, Roper, who set 
an SWC record for kickoff-return 
yardage (795) in 1986, vows he’ll be 
back to again push the buttons in the 
fall. 

Berndt, however, is prepared to 
move Roper to wide receiver should he 
encounter problems throwing the ball. 
He would still return kicks. 

That would leave Hollas and redshirt 


freshman Bobby Schrader to fight it out 
at quarterback. 

Hollas is the odds-on choice. ‘‘He 
has a quick delivery,’’ says Berndt, 
“runs very well, doesn’t get rattled and 
he got back into the flow as a quarter- 
back (in the spring). He’s almost 6-4, 
and at 215-pounds, when he turns up 
field on the option, he’s like a fullback.” 

Hollas was the Owls’ quarterback of 
the future after being recruited out of 
Rosenberg, Tex., Lamar Consolidated. 

During his four years with the 
Ricebirds, Hollas twice was named the 
All-Greater Houston Class 5A quarter- 
back (1984-85), twice picked as 
the District 25-5A offensive 
Player-of-the-Year. 

He was a finalist in the Houston 


Touchdown Club’s balloting for the 
metropolitan area’s offensive Player-of- 
the-Year in ’85. 

And he has served an adequate 
apprenticeship behind Roper and 
Comalander, who moved into seventh 
place all-time at Rice for passing 
yardage and completions before 
graduating last year. 

While Hollas may be faced with a 
problem breaking in at quarterback, the 
Owls, who return 44 lettermen, in- 
cluding 18 starters, face an even larger 
hurdle trying to shore up the other side 
of the field. 

The Owls were last in total defense 
and rush defense in the SWC last 
season. They were pierced for an 
average of 38.8 points and 477.9 yards 
a game. 

Their only victories in a 2-9 campaign 
came against Lamar University and 
Southwest Texas State, a pair of 
Division I-AA outfits. 

And it took a furious second-half rally 
in each game to gain victory. 

“We just weren’t as good as | had 
thought we'd be,”’ says Berndt. 

Part of the blame could be laid on 
injuries. At one point in the season the 
Owls had at least 48 players on the 
injured list. Injuries knocked out 10 
Starters for at least two games each. 

The injury epidemic started at 
linebacker, touched the defensive line, 
then moved into the secondary. 

When three starters in the secondary 
went down within a week of each other, 
Hollas was summoned from the 
sideline. 

He started three games at safety, 
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Overall, Rice returns 18 starters 
among 44 lettermen. The Owls have 
back one of the largest redshirt classes 
ever at Rice. 

The recruiting season yielded a 
number of surprises, including 
offensive lineman Billy Baldwin who, at 
6-4 and 310 pounds, is the biggest Owl 
ever. 

Baldwin, a Houston Kashmere 
product, was listed on several Top 50 
lists in the Lone Star State for ’87. 

He is expected to battle for a starting 
position in the line. He would help Hall 
and Co. pave the way for senior fullback 
Lorenzo Cyphers. 

Cyphers, 5-10, 210-pounds, gives 
Berndt a solid ground-gainer and 
blocker in the backfield, while Mike 
Boudousquie and Chris Nixon are the 
nucleus for an adequate receiving 
corps. 

Boudousquie, 6-2, 190-pounds and a 
junior, was the second-leading receiver 
a year ago, catching 30 passes for 394 
yards but only one touchdown. 

Nixon, a 6-3, 195-pound senior, 
slipped a bit during an injury-plagued 
’87 and had just 15 catches for 213 
yards. He caught three touchdowns. 

Junior Melvin Turner, 6-1, 225- 
pounds, is a solid target at tight end. 

Richard Williams, a 5-11, 190-pound 
junior, entered the spring as the top 
tailback. But redshirt freshman Eric 
Henley of Los Angeles lived up to 
expectations and pressed Williams 
throughout the spring. 

He finished by rushing for 58 yards 
and catching a 56-yard touchdown toss 
from Hollas in the annual Blue-Gray 
game on April 9. 

So the prospects for a solid ’88 
campaign are bright. Still, everything 
hinges on the situation at quarterback. 

“‘There’s that challenge, that’s the 
main reason | came here,’’ Hollas says 
of the job facing him and the Owls. 

“Rice has been down for so long, 
and | want to win so badly. | want to be 
part of turning it around. 

“| know people have been saying that 
for along time, but! wouldn’t be here if | 
didn’t believe it can be done.’’L)
